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Resident wounded in Grenada

WEST NEWTON — About a week 
ago, Army Sgt. Dana J. ‘‘DJ” Foley 
III was leading his elite team of 
U.S. Rangers along a back road in 
Grenada - a long way from his 
home on Eddy Street - keeping a 
sharp lookout for possible enemy 
positions. 

It was the first day of the Grena- 
dian invasion and Foley’s group, 
not expecting great enemy 
resistance, was under orders to 
sweep along a certain area off the 
tiny island’s main road to make it 
safe for the American forces that 
were due to land behind them. 

Suddenly, a loud rumbling 
disturbed the soldiers’ mission as 
three enemy armored personnel 
carriers cleared a small rise and 
bore toward the group, scattering 
them with machine gun fire and 
launched mortars. 

Foley was about to take cover 
when a mortar round exploded in 
the air close to where he stood. He 
felt his helmut jerk back and a 
warm feeling rushed over his face - 
his world went black. 

Foley awoke seconds later know- 
ing he was hit and scared he may 
have lost an arm or leg. He found a 
large gash in his helmut, but his 
head was uninjured. Blood ran 
from his nose and parts of his face.

The 26-year-old soldier called for 
a medic, had his wounds quickly 
treated and went on to lead his 
team of soldiers and complete their 
mission - an effort that earned him 


a Purple Heart and a very short 
rest yesterday. 

“He looks something like W.C. 
Fields, but he’s 
goodness,’’ his mother June 
(Roberts) Foley said of her son's 
bandaged nose and face yesterday 

She said Dana had stayed with 
Company A in the 2nd battalion of 
y's 75th Infantry near- 
after he was wounded 
and was finally flown back Sunday 
to Fort Lewis in Tacoma, 
Washington, where he received 
medical treatment and his Purple 
Heart. 

By yesterday morning, Foley, 
who insists “I was only doing my 
job,”’ left a military medical center 
and was back with his company of 
U.S. Army Rangers at their Fort 
Lewis barracks, awaiting their 
next assignment.

According to June Foley, who 
flew to Washington state with her 
husband Dana Jr. Saturday night, 
doctors removed some of the 
shrapnel lodged in her son’s face 
and said the few remaining minute 
pieces of metal will eventually 
work their way out without 
surgery. 


“Dana went right back to his 
company. He's back working. They 
don’t baby the Rangers,”’ she said. 

“When we were told he was hit in 
the face with shrapnel, my first

thought was that he may have lost 
his eyesight. You know, they can 
rebuild a nose, a chin and all that, 
but they can’t rebuild your eyes. He 
was lucky,”’ she said in a telephone 
interview yesterday. 


“About two weeks ago, my hus- 
band and I were in front of the 
television, crying over the Marines 
killed in Beruit, and a week later 
we found out the Rangers were in- 
vading Grenada. It was a very 
scary thing to think of my son down 
there,”’ she said,

NEWTON — City officials, city hall workers, local 
clergy and others gathered in the Veterans Rotunda, 
between City Hall and the War Memorial auditorium 
Friday afternoon for a short prayer service in memory 
of the Marines recently killed in Beirut, Lebanon. 

The service was subdued, almost quiet, as those 
gathered tried to cope with the trio of events that has 
shocked all Americans over the past weeks: the down- 
ing of a Korean airliner over Russia, the more than 200 
Marine deaths in Beirut and the invasion of Grenada. 

Speeches were low-keyed, urging the small crowd to 
keep the faith and not to give in to dispair or cynicism.

The ballot question asks voters to 
approve of the city's overriding 
Proposition 24 to float a bond issue 
that would pay for replacing the ci- 
ty’s present central library facility 

The wording of the question, 
prescribed by state law, has added 
to the variables, voters must con- 
sider when looking for an answer. 
Many wonder where the new facili- 
ty would be located and how much 
it would cost. 

While opnonents of the overide 
say the reterendum question asks 
residents to sign ‘‘a blank check,” 
proponents point out that two-thirds 
of the Board of Aldermen must ap- 
prove of the cost and location of 
another central library. 

Proponents of the override pro- 
posal, working as ‘The Committee 
to Elect a New Library” (CENL), 
contend that none of these ques- 
tions can be answered until voters 
give officials the ‘go ahead’’ by 
voting on the question. Op- 
ponents, mainly those behind a 
counter group called ‘‘Stop the 
Overide Proposal’ (STOP), argue 
that cost, location and a number of 
other variables should have been 
studied before the question ever got 
on tha ballot. 

There have been some hot con- 
frontations, over the past couple of 
weeks, between the two groups. 
Billed as ‘‘debates,” the meetings

NEWTON — While voters in some 
wards might wonder if there really 
is an election this fall, others are 
being bombarded with information 
aimed at helping them make their 
choice on Nov. 8. 


Election Commissioner Alan 
Licarie has issued several pleas for 
voters to get out to the polls. The 
turnout at the recent preliminary 
election was the smallest in his 
memory, he said. Twelve members 
of the Board of Aldermen and six 
members of the Schoo! Committee 
will go unchallenged in this year’s 
election, 

The race for alderman-at-large in 
Ward 6, the only at-large race in the 
September preliminary election, 
continues to be a hotly contested 
one,

The election commissioner blamed the low turnout on a lack of can- 
didates and contests and Mayor Theodore Mann has said it is the can- 
didates, not the voters, who are apathetic 

According to Mann, 12 incumbent Board of Aldermen members are run- 
ning unchallenged re-election campaigns because ‘the Board has fallen 
into ridicule” as a result of “the antics of a few members." These few 
members, whose performance has been marked by wasteful and time- 
consuming haggling, have created such a negative atmosphere surroun- 
ding aldermanic positions that no one else wants to compete for the posts, 
the mayor contended. 

Alderman-at-Large Robert L. Tennant, a board member for the past 20 
years, echoed Mann’s sentiments and said the current apathy problem 
does not bode well for the future of the city. 

“If people in general do not wake up, in my opinion, we will slip away 
from a well-run, well-administered city to a situation that will cause 
severe problems in the future,” he said 

Tennant, who is based in Ward 3, said there are two resons why voters 
and candidates alike seem apathetic. 

One is that the city is functioning well enough to keep the voters 

satisfied. Howe it is the other possible reason that irked Tennant. 
The (aldermanic) situation in City Hall has turned into a full-time job 
because many of the present incumbents are expending unecessary time 
fighting personal battles between themselves, and putting too much 
energy into the most trivial matters, Nobody, no potential candidate, 
wants a time-consuming effort like that,’’ Tennant claimed, 

One of the few representatives to take a different tack on the apathy 
issue was Ward 1 Alderman Jospeh Depasquale who said there was no 
more apathy in Newton than in any other community and added a certain 
level of apathy always exists during local elections. 

DePasquale believes most citizens are satisfied with the city’s govern- 
ment and see Newton as “‘a nice place to live.” 
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When asked if apathy exists among voters, Alderman-at-Large from 

Ward 2 Terry P. Morris replied, ‘Sure there is 

Morris said the general perception among Newton residents is that the 
community is ‘well-run,’ and cited the lack of ‘serious city-wide pro- 
blems and issues which galvanize the people”’ as the reason for low voter 
interest 

“It's ironic that in 1977 Newton was named an ‘All-America City’ 
because of the large amounnt of community involvement in city govern- 
ment as indicated by the number of citzen boards and commssions. And 
now, six years later, apathy has gotten to be a problem,"’ Morris said. 

Alderman-at-Large from Ward 1, Sondra Shick, believes some voter 
apathy exists, but was the only representative who blamed the problem on 
a lack of a daily, citywide media outlet to keep citzens up to date on 
municipal issues. 

Shick also said part of the problem may be due to the size of the 
member Board of Aldermen, the largest in the state. 

Ward 2 Alderman Elaine M. Gentile agreed there wa 
blem because many community members live here onl) 
and have no interest in government on the local level, 
a mayoral race, 

Ward 3 Alderman Richard J. Bullwinkle blamed the apathy problem on 
the ‘‘lack of interesting candidates and interesting programs” and said 
another factor could be that voters have a negative perception of their city 
representatives. 

Richard J. McGrath, alderman-at-large from Ward 4, doesn't blame 
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voters for being apathetic 

Many of them don't think it's worth the time to come to City Hall 
because they don’t think they're heard,” he said. 

Ward 6 Alderman-at-Large Rodney Barker believes “there certainly 
is’ apathy among voters because “realistically, there aren't many issues 
that touch them deeply.” 

“People don’t realize the Board of Alderman and its committees have 
immense power over zoning, land use and a lot of other things that affect 
them," he said, calling that ignorance “‘a pity."” 

While most aldermen contacted did agree apathy exists in one form or 
another, many could not agree on how to combat the problem. 

Some suggested it is up to aldermen to become involved with issues, go 
to meetings and feel out the views of the citzenry, thereby creating a feel- 
ing among voters that their representatives care about their views. 

Two of the most notable reponses came from Alderman-at-Large from 
Ward 5 Paul K. Daley and from Tennant. 

“Promise the voters that if they get involved in their city government, 
their taxes will be 50 percent lower next year, because the only way you 
can reach some people is by hitting them in their wallet or pocketbook,” 
Daley said. 

Tennant believes the 11 villages that make up Newton, through citzen 
boards that concern themselves with only village-wide problems, act only 
in their best interests, not for the city’s welfare as a whole.

“Yes” vote is needed to begin library process

In a crowded meeting last week 
about the library referendum, 
Alderman Richard McGrath raised 
his hand to speak. There are a few 
facts about the referendum, he sug- 


gested, that the audience should 
understand before they vote. The 
audience of STOPers shouted “no” 


and so ended intelligent debate for 
the evening on replacing Newton's 
113-year-old library 

But we like Alderman McGrath's 
suggestion, and so do most of 
Newton's voters. Because of the 
facts, there’s a consensus on this 
issue that includes the largest list of 
citizens ever to endorse a Newton 
ballot question in the city’s history. 





Virtually everyone understands 
the undeniable need to replace the 
old main library — even the 


STOPers. Sometimes, though, they 
flip-flop and suggest that, well, 
maybe all the people could go to 
Boston or Harvard or MIT to get 
their books the children, the 
elderly, the handicapped, all of us. 
We think that’s insensitive, ine- 
quitable, and unacceptable. 

There are two primary options 
for replacing the old main library 
— either renovation or new con- 
struction. The referendum must be 
approved to begin working on 
either option. That's right. Whether 
you want to replace the main 
library by renovating Warren or by

Why? Because the impact of 
either project, if funded within the 
city’s normal operating budget, 
would require major reductions in 
basic municipal services. The 
STOPers say that the library can be 
funded from the operating budget 
But they refuse to say how! They 
refused the Mayor on his TV 
debate. They refused Alderman 
McGrath at their own debate. They 
refused in response to our question. 
We understand their reluctance. 
The city can’t take money from 
employee pension or health in- 
surance benefits. We can't 
postpone drainage improvements 
or street repair for 10 to 20 years. 
The simple fact is that we can’t pay 
for a library from operating funds 
without unacceptable cutbacks in 
schools, police and fire protection. 

So how do we fund a replacement 
library? Fortunately, Prop. 
allows citizens to choose by 
referendum which capital projects 
should be funded outside the 22 
levy. Citizens may elect which 
capital projects they feel are wor- 
thy of additional support. This is 
not getting around 2'2! It is using a 
part of that law and exercising our 
democrtatic right. Newton is not 
the first to utilize this mechanism. 
Twenty-four of 36 such referendum 
questions have been approved in 
communities throughout the Com-

Passage of the referendum does 
not issue a blank check. Quite the 
contrary, all it does is authorize the 


Board of Alderman and the Mayor 
to proceed with studying and plann- 
ing a new facility, with the 


knowledge that the project can be 
funded. All plans must be approved 
by at least three aldermanic com- 


mittees, with public hearings at 
every step, and then require a two 
thirds vote by the ull Board of 
Aldermen, and then approval by 
the Mayor. In the words of the 
Newton Graphic and The News- 
Tribune — both supporters of the 
referendum — “None of these deci- 
sions will be reached without exten- 
sive public input.’’ And once ap- 
proved, final plans will be supervis- 
ed from bid to completion by the 
citizens’ Design Review Committee 
to prevent any repeat of Newton 
North. 

We need to replace the old main 
library, desperately. A yes vote on 
November 8 will mean the beginn- 
ing of discussions by everyone in- 
terested in the library. Once the 
referendum is passed, we urge you 
to attend public hearings to give 
your ideas on the type of construc- 
tion and site.

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By Donna Lombardi 
Assistant News Editor 
NEWTON CORNER Presi 
dent Ronald Reagan may woo 
voters with his “charm” but 
“what frightens you is that he is 
so dumb,’ said former Con- 
gresswoman Shirley Chisholm 

this week, 

“When you are alone with him 
and he doesn't have cue cards 
then you see how scary it is, 
Chisholm told a group at the 
Eliot Church, 

Chisholm, a former presiden- 
tial candidate and the first black 
woman elected to Congr id 
it will be difficult for any can- 
didate to defeat the president in 
1984 due to Reagan’s charming 
way with the electorate. 

Chisholm attributes Reagan’s 
successful communication style 
to his previous career as an ac 



























tor. Reagan ‘has a way of mak- 
ing you feel that he is talking 
| directly to you,"’ she said. ‘‘He’s 


| a charming fellow. He has a way 
of coming into your living room 
and being a little bit folksy.” 

| Chisholm added that Reagan 
| has been properly groomed in 
| how to look like a president 
| (suits not sweaters) and in use of 

body language. 

} Her appearance was spon- 
| sored by Citizens for Participa- 
tion in Political Action (CP- 
PAX), a Boston-based non-profit 








group. The Eliot Church allowed 
CPPAX to use the church for 
Chisholm’s address 

Ina fiery speech she called her 
‘State of the Union’ address, to 
about 50 people, Chisholm de- 
nounced Reagan's defense spen 
ding and educational cutbacks. 
She chastized lawmakers for 
their ‘lack of creativity’ and 
warned her audience about the 
consequences of their apathy 
toward politics. 

Raising her arm and pointing 
a finger at the audience, 
Chisholm said the defense 
budget has ‘milked our society 
.. looted our economy of our best 
machinery.” 

In a loud and often angry 
voice, the former Con- 
gresswoman said the military 
budget “‘is spending the sweat of 
out laborers, the genius of our 
scientists and the hopes of our 
children,” 











“I am unconvinced that the 
Soviets have military superiori- 
ty over wu Chisholm said. 
“What does it matter'’ how 
many times the U.S. or Soviet 
Union can destroy each other 
with nuclear weaponry. “‘Is it so 
hard to understand that nuclear 
war is double suicide?” 









Those who remain silent give 
their approval to Reagan’s 
policies, Chisholm said, adding

that “You get what you deserve 
and you deserve what you get.” 
Though the public is involved 
in the disarmament issue apathy 
runs deep when it comes to 
social issues, Chisholm said. She 
noted that today’s college 
students are not nearly as in- 
volved in political 
1960’s counterpar' 
many people criticize the ‘‘me”’ 
generation for their apathy, 
Chisholm places the blame 
squarely on the shoulders of 





“mediocre’’ lawmakers for 
creating an economic climate 
that forces students to worry 
more about getting jobs than in- 
volvement in social problems. 

Chisholm blamed high 
unemployment rates on the lack 
of workers skilled in computer 
and high technology fields. She 
said students are not being 
prepared for the computer age 
and condemned Reagan for 
“deciding teachers will be the 
scapegoat,””

“As a teacher I know the 
dedication and determination of 
many people in this profession.

Born in New York City during 
the Depression, she was raised 
in Barbados then returned to 
New York where she attended 


college and later became a 
public school teacher. 
An outspoken advocate of 


women’s and minority rights, 
she was elected to Congress 
representing New York in 1968. 
She a presidential candidate 
in 1 Upon her retirement 
from Congress, Chisholm was 
the only black and only female 
member of the powerful House 
Rules Committee. 





Offering a bleak ‘state of the union’ address 


Chisholm is now a 
Massachusetts resident and a 
visiting professor at Mt. Holyoke 
College. When asked if she plans 
to seek elective office in the 
Commonwealth, Chisholm 
responded ‘no,’ explaining that 
she does not want to deal with 
“unnecessary petty controver- 
sy”’ that would arise if she was to 
seek elective office. 

On the prospects of having a 
female vice presidential can- 
didate in 1984, Chisholm said it is 
too soon to determine whether a 
woman will receive an adaqua‘e 
number of delegate votes. 
Although women comprise 53 
percent of the electorate, 
numbers alone are not enough to 
determine political power, she 
said. 

“We are not monolithic. We 
need the strength of negotia- 
tion.”’ 

Chisholm believes Rev. Jesse 
Jackson's quest for the White 
House would be a tough battle 
and that his candidacy “is for 
future generations.”’ 

CPPAX fundraising director 
Helena Halperin said the group 
asked Chisholm to speak 
because, ‘For many years, her 
public stands have aligned with 
ours. We also recognize her im- 
portant voice for the rights of 
women and minorities."

Evaluation system planned

NEWTON By the fall of 1984 
school administrators will have 
completed improvements of the 
teacher evaluation system, ac 


cording to School Superintendent 


John Strand's objectives for this 
year 
Those improvements center on 


the training of supervisors in pro 
per evaluation techniques 

Written evaluations have always 
been a weighty issue with teachers 
their importance and 
potentially subjective nature 

Although nain goal of evalua 
tions is to improve educational 
quality by identifying areas of 
teacher inefficiency, the contract 
between the School Committee and 
the NTA states that evaluation of 
teacher performance will be used 
as one of four criteria in reduction- 
in-force (‘riffing’) decisions 

Thus such documents could have 
a significant effect on the careers of 
individual teachers. 

Although according to Strand the 
evaluation system in place during 
the committee's riffing discussions 
last year was ineffective and 
therefor carried no weight in the 
process, his hope is that the system 
can be converted this year into a 
valuable tool

was not yet available. 

The procedure which he 
(Strand) has in mind was only 
outlined to a group of represen 
tatives of the Newton Teachers 
Association (NTA) about a week 
ago,”’ said Rosetta Johnson, NTA 
president. ‘The faculty has not yet 
been notified...How teachers will 
receive the procedure he’s outlin- 
ing remains to be seen 

The contract states that one of 
the criteria used (in riffing deci 
sions) would be evaluations,” con: 
tinued Johnson. ‘‘It’s my 
understanding that he is making an 
effort to make it more palatable to 
use that,” 

Johnson said she hoped the im 
provements would encourage con- 
Structive, rather than destructive 
uses of teacher evaluations. 

“We are in the second year of a 
two-year program that has to do 
with increasing the skill level and 
specificity of the people doing the 
supervising,’’ explained Thomas 
O'Conor, assistant superintendent 
for personnel. “The format (for 
evaluation) is in place and has been 
in place for some time — we are im- 
proving its utility.’ 

Although he began them last 
year, Strand did not include im- 
provements of the evaluation 
system among his initial 1982-83 ob-

An early retirement incentive 
and separation allowance program 
will continue to be developed, 
outlined Strand, ‘to minimize the 
number of excellent teachers who 
are riffed or not reappointed.” 

According to O’Conor, principals 
who have participated in the train- 
ing program so far have give very 
positive feedback, 

The real effects of the system 
changes will not be evident until 
evaluations are put to the test in the 
riffing process.

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Committee turns down request to fund symphony

NEWTON Tt is said that music 
can tame the wildest beast. But it 
did not have much power over the 
School Committee. 

The committee ‘regretfully’ 
turned down a request by the 
Newton Symphony Orchestra for 
financial support. Minimal funds 


have been granted the symphony 
by the committee in previous 
years, but financial support was 
halted after the enactment in 1981 
of Proposition 2%. 

The organization requested 
reinstatement of the $1,950 it had 
formerly been given each year to 
cover user fees for Brown Junior 
High School, where the symphony 


rehearses and holds its per- 
formances. Total custodial and 
other fees for their use of Brown 
this year will total $4,408 

“Tt is with a heavy heart that I re- 
quest we do not fund this amount,”’ 
said committee member Susan 
Silbey. “I have been an avid sup- 
porter of the symphony, but we 
simply do not have the funds.”’ 


Other members of the School 
Committee agreed and the request 
was rejected immediately and with 
little fanfare. 

“I'm not surprised,’’ Constance 
G. Kantar, president of the sym- 
phony, said afterwards. “I was hop- 
ing that maybe they would see their 
way to do something...but we didn’t 
expect it. I certainly wanted to go 





through the motions.” 

Kantar said the school communi 
ty and Mayor Theodore Mann have 
been very supportive of the or- 
chestra and stressed that she 
understood the committee’s con- 
straints, 

Ticket prices for this season will 
remain the same despite the move, 
as the amount was not figured into 


the symphony's revenue budget, 
Kantar said. A desire to keep the 
orchestra accessible as many 
members of the commnuity as 
possible has made members reluc- 


tant to raise ticket charges, she ex 
plained. 

The charges, $8 for single tickets 
and $25 for the season, have not in 





creased in three years

School budget talks underway

NEWTON — The long, hard struggle has begun. 

The first leg of school budget discussions for 
Fiscal Year 1985 got underway as the School 
Committee finalized budget guidelines for School 
Superintendent © ohn Strand, 

The proposed guidelines, compiled by commit- 
tee members Leonard Gentile, Marcia Mitchell 
and James Mnookin, were approved with minor 
modifications and additions after a full hour of 
debate at the last School Committee meeting. 

Considerations for student educational needs, 
curriculum and staff development, physical 
plant and equipment and alternative revenue 
sources were all outlined. 

In general, the guidelines reflect the commit- 
tee’s concern with continuing programs and ser- 
vices at their present level, while tightening the 
budget in every way possible. The committee 
seems eager to keep the budget at a minimum in 
the hopes of deflecting subsequent cuts by the 
mayor and the Board of Aldermen.

Debate was 
uneventful

NEWTON — There were few raised voices and 
no reai face-offs at a surprisingly cordial debate 
Sunday night among seven School Committee 
candidates. 

The forum, sponsored by the Hyde School PTA 
and the Newton Highlands Area Council and held 
at the Women’s Club in Newton Highlands, could 
have caused some problems for Marcia Mitchell, 
Ward 5 incumbent, who cast a School Committee 
vote against rebuilding the fire-damaged Hyde 
School and whose opponent, Angela Nielsen, 
draws much support from the Hyde community. 

Most contestants, however, seemed eager to 
avert confrontation. 

Charles McMillan and Lynne Sullivan, com- 
petitors for the Ward 6 seat to be vacated 
retiring committee member Ann Berwick, press 
ed each other about their qualifications for the 
post, but did not engage in much exchange, stick- 
ing instead to the carefully-timed, question- 
answer format of the debate. 

Nancy Mann (Ward 3), Susan Silbey (Ward 4) 
and Robert Ricles (Ward 8), who are all current 
committee members, participated in the forum, 
but had little reason to challenge one another, as 
all are running uncontested. 

The forum format provided for brief opening 
and closing statements from each speaker, gave 
competing candidates a chance to question each 
other and allowed the audience to submit written 
questions for all candidates. 

Most audience questions revolved around 
specific concerns of the community 

Responding on the issue of mixed-use, Ricles, 
Sullivan and MeMillan all considered it a policy 
that has to be decided on school by school, while 
Mitchell and Nielsen felt it was a good idea in 
theory but was rarely practicle and Silbey stated 
that it simply did not produce the amount of 
money gained from a school closing 

In a discussion on teacher evaluations and 
their use in “riffing,’’ Nielsen advocated multi- 
ple evaluators and evaluations and Mitchell said 
she supported their use but needed to see how the 
superintendent planned to implement them. 

McMillan felt the weighting of each would be 
directly proportional to the extent of its 
favorable or unfavorable results, Sullivan said 
Superintendent John Strand had indicated they 
would be used when seniorities were comparable 
and Mann and Silbey said the weighting of 
evaluations was a matter for union negotiation. 

On a question revolving around school closing 
decisions, Nielsen noted an admission by Vincent 
Silluzio, assistant superintendent for operations 
and planning for the schools at last week’s School 
Committee meeting that he would not have some 
of the necessary data in time for next spring’s 
discussions and Sullivan professed her con- 
fidence in the consolidation studies conducted by 
Silluzio. 

When asked if she would exempt any schools 
from consideration in the closings, Mann 
responded, ‘I can’t imagine exempting 
anything. I think we should look at the system as 
a whole.” 

Silbey agreed with Mann and asserted that she 
hoped no committee members would base their 
decisions on criteria not agreed to by the entire 
group, particularly such criteria as “social bon- 
ding.” 

“Susan (Silbey) and I will talk if I’m elected,” 
responded Nielsen. ‘‘We’ll talk even if you're not 
elected,”’ said Silbey. 


Questioned by Mitchell as to whether or not she 
would favor an override of Proposition 2% if the 
school’s financial situation did not improve, 
Nielsen responded that it was listed by Strand as 
an option to be considered, but stated that only 
one-third of the families in Newton have children 
in the school system and that she felt the com- 
mittee needed to be responsible to the communi- 
ty. 

The only real liveliness in the forum came 
when McMillan, who is politically well-seasoned 
and well-connected, questioned Sullivan directly 
on her political experience and her ability to ap- 
proach complex issues. 






























Speaking rapidly to fit her answer into the one- 
minute time frame, and raising her voice at 
times almost to a yell, Sullivan asserted that her 
background as a teacher and her training as a 
philosopher suited her well to the tasks of the 
School Committee and conceded when pressed 
further by a later question that she had not work- 
ed at the state level. 


McMillan, by comparison, sidestepped a query 
by Sullivan as to what revenue sources he would 
find and what cuts he would make to handle the 
financial shortfall and teacher contracts at the 
end of the year without closing schools, He never 
addressed the controversial issue of cuts, instead 
giving a long, drawn-out response concerning 
resources until the buzzer sounded for the time- 
limit. 


At the end of the debate, however, the two 
shook hands with a smile.

WEST NEWTON John 
McAteer first heard about the

rhe site is being developed by 
Martin Spaget, a Chicago-based 
planner who is building the garage

The problem for residents, 
Spaget and now McAteer, is that 
entrance/exit lane for the 
age is being built on Chestnut 
Street rather than the traditional 
access point to the Mayflower pro- 
perty on Washington Street, a situa 
tion residents believe will wreak 
havoc on the already chaotic in 
tersection’s traffic. 

However, it seems even a letter 











from Mayor Theodore Mann to 
McAteer requesting him to ‘‘best 
serve’’ West Newton concerns by 
entering into constructive

Back on the bench in 1946, his 
teams continued to have success; 


and in 1948, his

He has nowhere to go but up

David Breashears earns his living in exactly the 
same way he spends his free time — doing what he 
enjoys best 

A talented mountain climber and cameraman, 





the 26-year-old adventure-lover has developed a 
career which sends him sailing over African 
jungles in hot air balloons and scaling some of the 
world’s highest mountains. 

He calls himself an ‘adventure filmmaker.” 

Earlier this month, the Newton man was one of a 
16-member team who reached the summit of Mt. 
Everest from the Tibetan side, making them the 
first westerners to conquer the 29,028-foot peak by 
that route. At this moment, Breashears and the rest 
of his group are making their way down the moun- 
tain, 

Until this summer, the Tibet government had on- 
ly allowed Chinese climbers to approach Mt. 
Everest from their country. Most Everest climbers 

Breashears included — have scaled the world’s 
highest peak from the Nepal side. 

1 feel very fortunate to be able to have a position 
where I can be creative,” Breashears said in an in- 
terview conducted before the recent Everest climb 
and after a hot air balloon trip to Africa. ‘I work as 
much as I'd like to. My thing is adventure filming.” 

The five-foot, 10-inch voyager spoke about his 
world adventures frankly, without excitement, Dur- 
ing an interview at the spacious Victorian home 
Breashears ‘es with his girlfriend a serious ex- 
pression rarely left his stoic face. His manner was 
almost off handed when he described his two 
balloon crashes in Africa, the rare wildlife he film- 
ed there and his unconventional career. 

‘My forte is climbing,” the 150-pound athlete 
stated frank I've been climbing for 10 years and 



























filming for six. If I ever get as good at filming as I 
am at mountain climbing, I’d be an excellent film- 
maker.”

The managers at ABC-TV do not seem to have 
any qualms about Breashears’ filming abilities. 
The television station considers his camera skills 
“excellent” enough to shoot footage for several 
episodes of their weekly ‘The American Sport- 
sman.” 

The lithe filmmaker scaled Mt. Everest twice to 
film expeditions for ABC, once in 1981 and again 
last May. This summer, ABC again hired 
Breashears and his camera equipment to climb to 
high places. But for this assignment, he did not 
have to beef up his routine of running, climbing and 
weight lifting, 

“Tt was the easiest climb to 22,500 feet I ever did,” 
Breashears said about his recent flight over Tan- 
zania in a hot air balloon. “I marvel at how ef- 
fortless it was. The only strenuous part of the trip 
was lifting the gondola into the truck.”’ 

During that trip, the wiry Newton Centre 
cameraman accompanied actress Sally Field and a 
crew enlisted by ABC to East African craters,

mountains and lakes to film the largest concentra- 
tion of wildlife in the world. 

“ABC hires talent to go on those trips because 
there is not a hell of a lot of excitement watching 
humpback whales swim under a boat or other 
wildlife so they get movie stars to go along,” 
Breashears explained. 

But his helium balloon trip did not need a celebri- 
ty to make it exciting. In addition to rubbing 
shoulders with an assortment of rare beasts and 
birds, Breashears found himself in some pretty 
tense situations when the balloon unexpectedly 
landed on two separate flights through Africa. 

The first time, Breashears and his pilot landed in 
a pond filled with hippopotamuses, sending the ter- 
rified beasts stampeding in all directions. ‘‘We had 
finally gotten a wind that allowed us to fly right 
over the hippos to get some good shots but we had 
gained altitude a little too quickly to get the shot I 
wanted so the pilot tried venting (allowing hot air to 
escape) and he vented with such a vengeance that 
we dropped right into the hippo pool,” he recalled, 
breaking out into a rare smile. “So here we have 60 
hippos trying to get out of the water ahead of us — 
they were terrified of that massive, loud balloon. 

»_ We must've looked ridiculous.”

Hippos weren’t the only African natives terrified 
of the propane-powered flying object as Breashears 
accidentally discovered when his balloon crashed a 
second time in the middle of a remote Tanzanian 
jungle. 

The balloon caught on a tree branch which tore a 
15-foot hole in the envelope and sent the 1,000-pound 
apparatus crashing to the ground. No one was hurt 
but the natives were not impressed. 

“We were out in the boondocks,”’ the filmmaker 
explained, his demeanor becoming un- 
characteristically animated with the recollection. 
“These (Tanznaian) people had never seen a hot air 
balloon. And those balloons are noisy — it almost 
sounded like a small jet engine.” 

The natives did not exactly roll out the red carpet 
for the marooned ABC crew. But eventually, 
Breashears cajoled 20 natives to hoist the balloon on 
their shoulders and search for the lost ABC truck. 

When the motley procession met up with the 
others about 45 minutes later, however, it was not a 
comforting sight. 

“The police had found the truck and were very 
upset,’’ Breashears explained. ‘‘Tanzania is very 
close to the unfriendly border (of Kenya) and the 
police thought we had come from Kenya. They said, 
‘We could have shot you down. Nobody tells us who 
youare.””’ 

Shrugging his shoulders nonchalantly, he added, 
“It's more rhetoric than anything else because they 
didn't have any guns to shoot us with. 

Wary natives and stampeding hippos are not the 
challenges Breashears usually faces on his adven- 
tures. 

His favorite type of expedition is a mountain 
climb with a small number of people, similar to the 
trip he took last winter to the Himalayan peak 
Kwangda. 

Some people might consider a successful climb to 
the summit of Mt. Everest the supreme ac- 
complishment. Although he admits the 1981 and 
May, ‘83 climbs of Mt. Everest were impressive 
feats, Breashears becomes more excited when he 
talks of his ascent over the Northern face of 
Kwangda. 

“I was thrilled that we finally made it (to the top 
of Everest) but I have high standards about climb- 
ing,” he explained without a trace of conceit. “‘I like 
small groups where you do a lot of work with no 
established line to camp. When we did Everest, we 
had an umbilical cord to save us. 

“This winter I did an ascent of the Northern face 
of Kwangda in the Himalayas,” he added. “It was 
two men, alpine style with no fixed ropes. A very 
steep climb with technically high standards. On 
Everest, there was steep snow, on Kwangda, there 
was 80 feet of steep ice. We slept in hammocks 
because there was no place to sleep it was so steep. 
It was an unknown route, just two guys — it was a 
very satisfying, exciting experience. 

“T didn’t have the same feeling when I climbed 
Everest.” 

But the seeker of challenges is quick to point out 
that he does not get a charge out of courting danger. 
And he does not consider his climbing career ter- 
ribly dangerous. 

“T don't like dangerous situations or the thought 
of getting hurt — even banging an elbow,” the 
former Colorado resident stressed. “When I climb, 
I’m trained for it. j 

“But I don’t view climbing as any more 
dangerous than driving down Beacon Street," he 
added. 

“I get more zest and joy from life when I climb. I

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New England computer 
companies battered

BOSTON (UPI) — Computer companies. 
the darlings of stock pickers not so long 
ago, seem like a group of battered troops 
these days on the heels of disappointing 
results of some important firms 

Digital Equipment Corp.'s stock went 
down like lead balloon when the firm 
dramatically revised its quarterly expec: 
tations and told investors it would probably 
make about a fourth of the money it raked 
in the previous year’s quarter. 

DEC, although the most dramatic case, 
is hardly alone in New England. Prime 
Computer suffered through a dismal 
period, as have a herd of others, 

But headlines of shrinking earnings and 
plunging stocks don’t reflect a totally per- 
vasive trend among the country or the 
region's high technology companies. 

Wang Laboratories continues to perform 
well, for example, and young Apollo Com- 
puter is still on a rocket. Data General ap- 
pears to have started a turnaround. 

The problems that plague troubled com- 
panies, though often intertwined, are not 
uniform. Marketing minicomputers does 




















not create all the same problems a firm 
faces selling personal computers. The 
home computer market, littered with 


casualties, is another snakepit. 

But Charles Spector, Apollo president, 
said the winners and losers in a shakeout 
have the most to do with how well in- 
dividual companies are run, 

Certainly very well managed com- 
panies didn’t see it,’ Spector said late this 
summer when widespread problems had 
appeared. “I would point to IBM and 
Wang. If you rank people in size, you will 
find performance all over the r Tam 
pointing out that all these companies are 
faring differently.” 

Generally, individual computer markets 
are maturing and changing more rapidly 
than ever. There are also more people look- 
ing for a slice of the pie. 

‘They (markets) are moving a lot 
quicker on all levels than they were even 
three or four 's ago,”’ said Johnathan 
Art of the Gartner Group, a Stamford, 
Conn., research firm. “That requires 
faster responses, a different set of in- 
stincts. You’re dealing with competition 
from all sides now.”’ 

One of DEC’s biggest problem has been 
selling personal computers, or PCs, Digital 
was way behind when it first entered the 
market in May 1982, though company 
President Kenneth Olsen says DEC would 
rather wait until it makes a product it feels 
is superior. 

IBM entered the PC market 
same time, but has had tremendous suc- 
cess since. It's belated effort succeeded in 
large part, as one observer said, ‘because 
IBM is IBM,” able to draw on a huge net- 
work of resources and gigantic client base. 

Recently announced capabilities to link 
IBM's PCs with its mainframes will only 
help its position in a crowded market.

“The greatest asset a company can have 
is a bunch of customers using your pro- 
duct,” said Frederic G. Withington, vice 
pesident of information systems at Arthur 
D. Little in Cambridge. ‘We've seen com- 
panies get knocked down and come back if 
they have a large customer base.” 









Communication and compatibility bet- 
ween equipment will become important for 
competing vendors to come back or stay 
competitive. 


“Almost everything now communicates 
sometimes,” Withington said. ‘‘We don't 
have stand alone markets much any more. 
This is going to lead to an awful lot of hell 
for several years."” 


Colony said the vendors ‘‘have got to 
quickly respond at the work station level 
with stations that are very closely compati- 
ble with their intermedite processors and 
stress excellent communications with IBM 
at the higher level. This whole battle is go- 
ing to be won on the communication side.”

MECHANIC FALLS, Maine 
(UPI) — Bill Dunlop suffered a 
minor setback in his quest to cir- 
cle the globe in a 9-foot sailboat 
when Wind's Will crashed into a 
coral reef during a storm in the 
Bahamas, his wife said. 

“He was about a mile off shore 
when he hit the reef. The wind 
was blowing about 40 knots so he 
couldn’t see the reef,” said Pam 
Dunlop, wife of the 42-year-old 
sea adventurer, 

Mrs. Dunlop said the incident 
happened off the coast of Andros 
Island, located about 45 miles 
west of Nassau. She said her hus- 
band called to tell her about the 
incident, which occurred Fri- 
day, 

Dunlop freed the boat by get- 
ting out and pulling it away from 
the reef, she said. 

“His only choice was to lay it 
over on the side and try to walk it 
over the reef. So he did that and 
he cut up his legs pretty bad on 
the coral,” Mrs. Dunlop said. 

Dunlop then sailed Wind's Will 
into Andros Island. The hull was 
scratched, but it wasn't pune- 
tured, she said, 

He planned to sail for Nassau 




















as soon as the weather improv- 
ed, most likely on Sund The 
trip should take about a day. 

Dunlop sailed from Portland 
July 31 on a 29,000-mile trip 
around the world. If he succeeds, 
he would set a new world’s 
record for the smallest boat ever 
to circumnavigate the earth. 

Last year, Dunlop sailed 
Wind’s Will from Portland to 
Falmouth, England. That feat 
esatablished a record for the 
smallest craft ever to cross the 
Atlantic from west to east. 

After stopping in Nassau, 
Dunlop planned to sail to 
Kingston, Jamaica, his last stop 
before sailing on to the Panama 
Canal, Mrs, Dunlop said 

She said it would be easier for 
her husband to sail into Montego 
Bay, located on the north side of 
Jamaica closest to Cuba, But 
Dunlop decided to sail into 
Kingston on the south side of 
island to avoid the possibility of 
having to make an emergency 
landing in Cuba, where Dunlop

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Surprises mark 
aldermen’s race

NEWTON — James P. Regan, the only alder- 
manic candidate publicly endorsed by M. 
Theodore Mann, narrowly defeated six-year 
aldermanic veteran Joseph DePasquale last 
night in a city-wide election that featured a low 
voter turnout and several upsets. 

DePasquale, current Ward 1 alderman and 
chairman of the aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee, lost in his bid to 
become one of two Ward 6 aldermen-at-large by 
a 165 votes. 








“It’s unfortunate that the people have elected 
a clone of Ted Mann,’ DePasquale said early 
this morning, adding, ‘‘He’s content-free and 
waiting for Ted Mann to tell him what to do.”’ 

Yesterday’s election, in which 17,380 of 47,832 
eligible voters went to the polls, also saw 
newcomer Carol J. Robinson, who Mann said 
yesterday he supported, unseat incumbent Lane 
Sofman by 343 votes in the Ward 4 alderman-at- 
large race. 


An emotional Robinson said late last night she 
was surtprised at her close race with Sofman and 
said she was ‘‘very thankful for the people who 
had faith and trust inme.” 

Four new ward aldermen were also elected 
yesterday, 

In a close contest, Ronald A. Marini became 
the Ward 1 representative, encompassing the 
Nonantum and Newton Corner neighborhoods,

beating out Dennis V. Maguire by 111 votes, 1016 
to 905. 

The new Ward 6 alderman, George E. 
Mansfield, who will represent the Neton 
Highlands and Newton Center areas, easily 
defeated his opponent, James D. Sullivan, by 287 
votes, 1170 to 883. 





The Chestnut Hill neighborhood chose W. Ar- 
thur Reilly to be the Ward 7 alderman by 160 
votes over candidate Eve L. Ross, 915 to 755. 


Robert L. Shuman defeated Robert B. Katz by 
112 votes, 992 to 880, to take the Ward 8 alder- 
manic post and represent the Oak Hills area. 





In all, according to the election commission's 
unofficial figures, 36.3 percent of the city’s 
registered voters went to the polls yesterday, 
many of whom were drawn to the ballot box by 
the library referendum question, which was 
defeated by nearly 3,000 votes. 


In the other contested alderman-at-large 
races, incumbent Ward 2 Alderman-at-Large 
Edward L. Richmond garnered 6,899 votes to 
keep his seat and Louis Irwin received 4,856 
votes to grab the second spot, handily defeating 
challengers Allan L. Ciccone and Peter H. 
DiFoggio. 

Robinson will join current Ward 4 Alderman- 
at-Large Richard J. McGrath, who topped all 
candidates with 8,428 votes.

It’s Sullivan, Neilsen

NEWTON — All the candidates in yesterday's 
Schoo! Committee election made a strong show- 
ing, but the victories were clearcut. 

In the two contested races, Angela Nielsen 
turned out Ward 5 incumbent Marcia Mitchell 
and Lynne Sullivan beat Charles McMillan for 
the Ward 6 seat to be vacated by Anne Berwick, 
both winning by a roughly 1,300 vote margin, ac- 
cording to the unoffical election results.

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Ballot question fails

NEWTON — Ballot question #1, a well-publicized 
referendum that asked for an override of Proposition 
2% to construct a new, central library, failed by a vote 
of three to two as more than 9,000 voters decided they 
could not afford it. 

Advocates of the override, in the course of months of 
presentations, proposed that the city float a bond 
to either build a new library of rehabilitate an e: 
city-owned building. Based on an architectural s' 
they commissioned, library trustees estimated the 
cost of a new facility at $10.4 million. 

Late Tuesday night, after it was obvious that the 
referendum had failed, members of the Committee to 
Elect a New Library (CENL) said it was ‘‘not the 
night”’ to comment on their future plans to replace the 
old central library at Newton Corner. 





“We'll certainly not let this thing go,’’ CENL 
spokesperson Sandy Butzel said. ‘We'll not let it die.”’ 

Samuel Robbins, speaking for the opponents to the 
ballot question, Stop The Override Proposal (STOP), 
had words of praise for the work CENL has done to br- 
ing the library question before city voters. “‘CENL did 
the city a good deed,” he said late Tuesday night. 
“They brought the library problem to the forefront, 
where it won't die.”” 

Robbins, who has billed himself as ‘‘the godfather of 
Proposition 2%" in several public forums on the 
library question, added, ‘They shouldn't care if they 
lost. It’s not a total loss. The city will find a solution. It 
just won't be a gold-plated solution.” 

He has proposed that Warren Jr. High, which was 
closed last June because of declining enrollment, 
could be turned into a library that would serve the ci- 
ty’s needs for under $5 million. He insisted that the

NEWTONVIL — Some very small kids have 
brought some very big honors to the Garden City in 
recent weeks, 

While their cohorts have been busy at the ballpark 
or conning their parents out of quarters for video 
games, young Ross Eldridge, Elliot Lum and Paul 
Parsons have been learning the infinite intracacies 
of the ancient game of chess.

Midwife fights for rights

NEWTON — A pre-school aged girl 
marched back and forth outside of 
the Leverett Saltonstall Building in 
Boston Thursday waving a sign 
that read, “I got borned at my 
house with my mama and Janet,” 
penned by her mother according to 
the child’s orders, 

The girl, along with over 100 
other demonstrators, turned out to 
show her support of Janet Leigh, a 
Newton Centre midwife and 
registered nurse, who was undergo- 
ing a hearing ‘before the state 
Board of Registration in Nursing. 

The board is attempting to take 
away Leigh's nursing license 
because of her “lay midwifery” 
practice.

Three hundred persons had 
shown up to observe Leigh's first 
hearing Oct. 13. 

Most of the supporters were 
mothers carrying, or leading by the 
hand, children delivered in home 
births, many of them with Leigh's 
assistance. 

“It was beautiful — all these 
babies,”’ said Leigh appreciatively. 

The Board of Registration’s com- 
plaint centers around the distinc- 
tion between a Certified Nurse Mid- 
wife and a lay midwife. 

The difference is more than a 
matter of semantics, as nurse- 
midwives in this state, licensed by 
the Board of Registration in Nurs- 
ing, are required to undergo 
specific training and are barred 
from participating in home births, 

Lay midwives in Massachusetts, 
on the other hand, oversee almost 


all of the state’s home births, yet 
they receive no state-mandated 
training or review and are not 
licensed. 

The Board of Registration in Nur- 
sing has charged Leigh with claim- 
ing to be a nurse-midwife and is at- 
tempting to revoke her nursing 
license. 

In addition, the board is debating 
whether Leigh's work as a midwife, 
because she is registered nurse, ac- 
tually constitutes nurse-midwifery, 
making her guilty of practicing that 
profession without the proper cer- 
tification, 

The case has aroused great in- 
terest because of its far-reaching 
implications in terms of the right of 
the nursing board and the medical 
community in general to regulate

NEWTON — A proposal that 
would require residents to shovel 
snow and ice from sidewalks next 
to their property or face a $25 fine 
has met with strong opposition 
from the city’s elderly citizens. 

The Newton Council on Aging 
voted unanimously late last week to 
“strongly oppose" the docket item, 
submitted by Ward 6 Alderman-al- 
Large Rodney M, Barker. The 
council said the heavy lifting re- 
quired by the ordinance would be 
unenforceable, creating a physical 
and economic impossibility for 
elderly residents, according to 









Chairperson Stephen Holmes. 

Barker's proposed ordinance, 
placed on the aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee and Legisla- 
tion and Rules Committee agendas 
late last month, reads, “Every 
owner or occupant of a building or 
lot of land abutting upon a sidewalk 
shall cause any snow to be removed 
from the sidewalk and any ice on 
the sidewalk to be removed, sand- 
ed, or salted within 24 hours after 
such snow has ceased to be form- 
ed," 

According to Barker, the provi- 
sion would also apply to snow and 
ice which falls onto sidewalks from 
any structure, tree or bush, The

Hard work despite low turnout

NEWTON — By the time he went to sleep early 
this morning, Election Commission Executive 
Secretary Alan W. Licarie had probably been 
iwake for nearly 16 hours completing the 
homestretch of a city-wide election the commis- 

ion had been organizing for about seven mon- 
ths 

At 8:30 this morning, he was back in his City 
Hall office to begin the task of making the elec- 
Uon results official by rechecking the thousands 
Mf individual numbers compiled on the city’s 200 
voting machines, as well as checking hundreds 
of tally sheets, 

Last night, before the City Hall basement filled 
to the brim with concerned citizens, election wat- 
chers and candidates, a visibly tired Licarie 
talked about voter turnout and the job of the ci- 
ty’s election commission 

He expected about 13,000 voters to go the polls 
yesterday, a number he called “average” for an 
election without a mayoral contest, Over 17,000 
voters actually turned out 

It was the question,” Licarie said of the 
library referendum question which appeared on 
yesterday's ballot. “Without it, the turnout 
would have been under 10,000. 

lhe referendum, which called for voters to ap- 
prove an override of Proposition 22 to finance a 
new main library, appealed to the taxpayer's 
pocketbook, he said, a subject gaurenteed to get

The overide was rejected by over 3,000 votes. 

Licarie had been worried when the turnout in 
the preliminary election ended up the lowest in 
the city’s history and he made a special effort to 
blanket the city’s household with sample ballots: 

A lack of aldermanic contests, controversial 
issues and a single city-wide media, as well as 
the large expense involved in direct-mailing 
campaign literature to the Garden City’s 29,000 
households all combined to create a com- 
paratively low voter turn-out for this year’s elec- 
tion, he said 

What was the 
sion this election? 

“Any election is a combination of a hundred lit- 
tle things that have to be done,’ he answered. 

You know, there's no rain date for this type of 
thing 

The absentee ballots, of which 200 were mailed 
this year, have to be sent out at least three weeks 
prior to general voting so that they can be return- 
ed in time to be counted. 

All ballots - and this year’s featured 36 dif- 
ferent iterns - have to be checked for wording, ar- 
rangement and misspellings 

The 208 voting machines the city has had since 
1969 have to be programmed several weeks prior 
to election day to ensure they are in proper work- 
ing order, 

Phone lines at the various precincts, 40 in all, 
have to be checked.

Editorial 


Off-year 
elections fair? 


The Graphic shares 
the concern of Alan 
Licarie, executive 
secretary of the city’s 
Election Commission, 
that the present 
system of electing city 

« Officials during an off 
year - one without a 
mayoral contest - 
might not be com- 
pletely fair.

Licarie is concerned that eliminating 
potential candidates for the Board of 
Aldermen and the School Committee bas- 
ed on the decisions of only five-percent of 
the city’s registered voters might do them 
an injustice. If at all possible, given the 
tangle of legalities that have grown up 
around election law, he would like to see 
the off year candidates ‘‘bypass the 
preliminary and go on to an election where 
around 15,000 voters would show up.”’ 


Only 2,775 of the city’s more than 48,000 
registered voters showed up on Sept. 20 to 
whittle down the fields in two aldermanic 
races. In 1981, when the election was spic- 
ed up by a hot mayoral race, almost 21,000 
voters showed up at the polls for the 
preliminary. 


Licarie is always emphatic that the cost 
of conducting an election like September’s 
preliminary should be disregarded. As 
“the cornerstone of the democratic pro- 
cess,’’ he has commented, elections are 
far too serious to be bridled with a cost- 
versus-benefit analysis. 


Those who paid the bill for the 
September preliminary might be concern- 
ed, however, that each of the 2,775 ballots 
cost the city approximately $9 to process. 
The $25,000 the preliminary cost could doa 
lot for a city faced with the ‘‘slow fiscal 
strangulation’’ Mayor Theodore Mann has 
so often described. 


Licarie is not advocating that the 
preliminary election in an off year be 
eliminated, but he is asking the Board of 
Aldermen to study what he feels is a 
crucial question of fairness. 


It is easier to see the problem than the 
solution, however. Because it involves the 
election of executive and legislative of- 
ficials, the problem can not be addressed 
through an amendment to the city charter. 
The only way the present arrangement 
could be changed would be through the ci- 
ty’s petitioning the state legislature for a 
special act, according to Licarie. 


It is difficult to recommend exactly what 
that special act would entail, at this early 
date. But the aldermen would do well to 
thoroughly investigate the city’s options. 


The city might have missed out on some 
potentially excellent public servants last 
September, when only one out of every 20 
voters in the city came to the polls. If we 
are to be guaranteed that it will not happen 
again, the aldermen are bound to devote 
their energies to determining which of 
their options is fairest. 
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More development weighed

Some months ago, I wrote in these 
pages about the need for the city to 
encourage appropriate real-estate 
development to augment its finan- 
cial resources in the face of the 
strictures of Proposition 2\%. New 
development is important, because 
the property taxes from such 
development may be added to the 
annual 2% percent inc in 
taxes on the prior year base 
as permitted by Proposition 2%. 

Such new development will not 
come without a price - a price paid 
in diminished aesthetics and in in- 
creased traffic and parking pro- 
blems. In view of this, there are 
tho; who say we should do 
everything possible to limit all 
future development in the city, in- 
cluding rolling back some of the 
development potential that is per- 
mitted by our ting zoning or- 
dinance. They it no change in 
Newton as it exists today. 

If a ‘no change’’ option were a

true possibility, it would certainly 
have great appeal, But when I ex- 
amine the ci’ annual budget pro- 
posals in April and May every year, 
I know there is no real “no change”’ 
option. If we adopt a policy of stifl- 
ing further development and the 
revenues to be derived therefrom, 
we will inevitably see our city ser- 
vices - police, fire, schools, public 
facilities, parks and recreation - 
eroded over time to the point where 
Newton, though it may not look 
very different from today, will in 
fact be a very different city in 
which to live and work. 

Some such erosion is already be- 
ing seen in our city services, Our 
police force is down to around 200 
from a high of nearly 240, and that 
diminished force is being asked to 
do more and more with less and 
less. In recent years two engine 
companies of the Fire Department 
have been eliminated and fire sta- 
tions closed. The fact is that city of- 
ficials cannot afford to close the 
door on new development in Oc- 
tober and then bemoan the lack of 
adequate revenues in April. 




















All this does not mean that we 
should mindlessly permit Newton 
to become another downtown 
Boston, That would surely be 
madness. What is needed is to iden- 
tify where appropriate develop: 
ment can be located in the city and 
how it can be done so as to balance 
the need for such development 
against the need to minimize its 
adverse impacts. 

That will not be easy. Certain 
traffic problems, such as north- 
south access across the city, seem 
solution. Parking problems 

as Newton Center are 
probably solvable only through the 
construction of parking garages, 
which are themselves costly and 
not particularly attractive: 

The problems posed by economic 
development in Newton are dif- 
ficult. But if Newton is to remain a 
first-class city in the years ahead, 
those problems cannot be avoided 
with a simple cry of ‘‘no, no, no."

When all of Newton's taxes, fees

Granted, some of these funds 
have already been allocated, (i.e., 
E capital equipment and 
special products) but the balance 
indicates Newton's capaci- 
‘aise revenues. 








Since Proposition 2 rigidly con- 
tains the maximum amount of each 
year’s tax increase, pressure to in- 
crease and widen the tax base con- 
tinues. Any available open space in 
any Newton neighborhood comes 
under increasing attack to be 
developed, whether the 
neighborhood wants it or not. 





Since I generally support the 
neighborhood positions, I would 
like to explain my position relative 
to developments. 


If a project were genuinely uni- 
que and necessary to the wider 
community of Newton's citizens 
and the site were proper, I would 
support such a development. It 
would be incumbent on me, as an 
alderman, to explain my position to 
that neighborhood. 





But most developments are 
profit-making ventures for those in- 
volved, Some of my colleagues on 
the Board of Alderman do not feel 


neighborhoods have a “right to 
veto" a project in their own in- 
terest. 


My opinion is that taxpayers 
have as much right to the quality of 
life they chose when they moved to 
Newton as a developer has to make 
a profit or a city to tax that develop- 
ment. The fact of the matter is most 
developers wind up with a more 
valuable piece of property because 
the property is given a wider and 
more dense use than it previously 
held. 


The Board of Alderman, through 
its committees, is charged with 
listening fairly and impartially to 
all our constituents. It is interesting 
to note that when a developer pro- 
ceeds ‘‘as of right’ the needs and 
wishes of a particular 
neighborhood may or may not be 
considered. 








But when a site requires a 2 
change, or a special permit or a si 
plan, then the neighborhood's 
wishes are solicited (but not 
necessarily followed.) Two recent 
cases in point are the Glen Avenue 
project and the new parking garage 
in West Newton. 











Suffice to say that the 
neighborhood at the Glen Avenue 
site was virtually unanimously op- 
posed to a heavy traffic incursion 
and much denser use of the proper- 
ty, There was nothing unique about 
this development that could not 
have been accomplished at other 
more appropriate sites. Yet the

After reviewing what happened 
in the St. Jean’s project, the West 
Newton Square Garage fiasco anda 
budding hassle about a Newton 
Highlands building, I plan to ask for 
a procedural review of projects in 
the Planning Department. 











A final observation is that the 
ultimate “right to veto” rests with 
the voters when they enter the poll- 
ing booth.

Bachrach files midwife biil 


The soaring cost of health care in 
the United States not only contributes 
to an inflationary economy, it puts 
quality, preventive health care 
beyond the reach of many 
Americans. Infusing competition into 
health care market can, in certain in- 
stances, lower the overall cost of 
health care. But the current physi- 
cian monopoly on the provision of 
health care services — controlling 
both its supply and demand — and 
the favoring on the part of third- 
party health insurers of physician- 
oriented care — has created a situa- 
tion where almost no competition ex- 
ists. I have sponsored a bill which 
allows nurse-midwives to compete in 
the health care market, through the 
encouragement of their independent 
practice. Specifically, the legislation 
directs commercial health insurers 
and Blue Cross/Blue Shield to reim- 
burse nurse-midwives for their ser- 
vices, and it will be considered by the 
full Senate by the end of this month 

















Although nurse-midwives were 
authorized by a 1975 Massachusetts 
law to practice independently, in col- 
laboration with a physician rather 
than under the supervision of a physi 
cian, most third-party insurance 
payors like Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
have not reimbursed nurse-midwives 
for their services. Health insurance 
policies will pay for a visit to a nurse- 
midwife as long as the insurance 
company is billed under a physi- 
cian’s name. This keeps the nurse 
midwife a salaried employee of the 
physician, making her independent 
practice impossible 


Blue Cross/Blue Shield, which 
traditionally opposes most attempts 
by the Legislature to mandate health 


insurance benefits, has studied 
nurse-midwife reimbursement and 
recommended direct reimbursement 
for their services. Direct reimburse- 
ment is expected to lead to lower 
third-party payor costs, Many 
studies conclude that the mean 
hospital bill of a nuse-midwife com- 
pared to that of a physician is 
significantly lower, 


Cost-effective care, while impor- 
tant, should not be applauded unless 
it is also shown to be quality care. 
se midewives provide effective 
th care through their careful 
management of pregnancy and birth, 
emphasizing the prevention of pro- 
blems through counselling on good 
nutrition and health education, The 
utilization of nurse-midwifery ser- 
vices has been shown to bring about a 
significant reduction in maternal 
morbidity and infant mortality rates. 





Consumers are requesting the ser- 
vices of nurse-midwives in growing 
numbers because of their emphasis 
on family-centered maternity care, 
ability to care for patients 
throughout the maternity cycle, and 
their significantly lower costs for 
obstetrical services, Consumers 
should be given the opportunity to 
choose the services of nurse- 
midwives. 


In Massachusetts, we must con- 
tinue to seek innovative approaches 
to quality cost-effective health care 
Reimbursement of the services of 
nurse-midwives is a first step toward 
recognigition by public officials, 
third-party insurance payors, and 
consumers of the contribution nurse- 
midwives 


san make toward that end.

Retirement act explained 


In recent weeks, I have received 
many calls and letters regarding 
Senate Bill 2161, an Act Relative to 
Funding and Investment Policies of 
Public Employee Retirement 
Systems in the Commonwealth. 

As you know, there have been 
many accusations about this bill, 
but most specifically is the charge 
that state, municipal and county 
employees will lose money and that 
local retirement boards must 
transfer ownership and control of 
all the assets of these employees to 
the state, 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth, The bill specifically permits 
local cities and towns to determine 
whether or not they wish to par- 
ticipate in this new system. 

Not only that, the bill provides 
the local legislative and executive 
branches of government the 
possibility of overriding the local 
retirement board's decision, so that 
even if the local retirement board 
did opt to participate, the local 
government could opt out of such 
participation, And if the local retir- 
ment board says ‘‘no” to the pro- 
gram, its word is final 

If the funds are transferred to the 
State, the money can only be used 
for investment, it cannot be given 
to other cities and towns to help 
their liabilities. All money earned 
will be credited to each individual's 





account, the local board will still 
make out the checks, the initial 
benefits will be calculated by each 
local board, and the local boards 
will continue to do everything they 
now do, except invest the funds 

Many people have asked what 
happens if their local does not wish 
to participate, Is there any way 
they can still take advantage of the 
new, improved investment policies 
permitted under Senate Bill 2161? 
The answer is yes. The state, upon 
examination of the books, may 
determine there's a good track 
record and give the local communi 
ty the power to invest in equities 
Also, should the new ‘'superfund"’ 
offer shares in its assets, cities and 
towns will be able to buy the shares. 

In essence, the bill will permit for 
a modernization of investment 
policies, which in the long run will

Garage plan is questioned 


We, the undersigned have sent 
the following letter to Mayor 
Theodore Mann: 


Our community has recently 


been informed that the developer of 


the former Mayflower Furniture 
property is building a three-story, 
225-car parking garage 
(News-Tribune, Sept. 30) on 
Chestnut Street between 
Washington Street and the Turn- 
pike. 

The sole entrance and exit to this 
garage will be on Chestnut Street 
and not on Washington Street, 
which historically has been the ac- 
cess route to the Mayflower proper- 
ty. 

This radical change and heavy in- 
crease in traffic entering and ex- 
iting from Chestnut Street will most 
assuredly make the already 
deplorable situation in West 
Newton Square much worse. 

Also, there is the strong 


pike so that Chestnut Street can ac- 
commodate three lanes of traffic 
during rush hours. Therefore, from 
7to9 a.m. and from 4 to 6 p.m. cars 
entering Chestnut Street from 
Washington Street will have to 
cross a double lane of traffic to 
enter this garage. No garage en- 
trance and/or exit at this location 
was contemplated when the plan 
was approved by the City and the 
State. 

The engineer who created the Ur-

Although no one has charged her 
with responsibility in the death and 
the medical details of the case are 
not an issue, the incident has been 
probed in great detail during 
Leigh’s hearing before the board.

midwives cannot perform.

UPPER FALLS — The planning 
department's proposal for a

Efforts will be made to ar- 
range emergency assistance. However, residents should attempt to call 
the Department of Human Services during weekday mornings whenever 
possible,

According to Branzburg, the zone 
change is part of the city’s effort to 
upgrade the entire industrial area 
and to redirect development as an 
industrial and office park. 

The zoning proposal is linked to 
the state’s efforts to upgrade and 
widen Needham Street, a tradi- 
tional connecting roadway between 
Route 128 and Route 9, he said. 

Branzburg said preliminary 
studies by the state’s department of 
public works show that before 
Needham Street can be upgraded, 
zoning controls on such traffic- 
related items as front yard set- 
backs, the number of curb cuts and 
limits on land use that generate 
large volumes of traffic are needed.

“We feel there should be some 
place in the city where manufactur- 
ing can locate,’ Branzburg said, 
adding, ‘‘Overall, most people will 
benefit.”’ 

Mayor Theodore Mann said he 
did not expect the propsoal to en- 
counter strong resistance among 
existing retailers in the corridor. 

“It had the widest range of in- 
put,’’ he said, adding, ‘I support 
the fact that they ’re looking at the 
area. This (public hearing) gives us 
the opportunity to debate the issue 
in public.” 

“Proliferation without control 
would certainly adversely affect 
the area. It has a large amount of 
pedestrian traffic and traffic flow,” 
the mayor said. 

Wendal Bauckman, 
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standing alderman, said of the pro- 
posed rezoning, ‘‘It’s going to be a 
problem.” 

“Tf you’re going to inccrease traf- 
fic and hazards in the area, I'd look 
at it with a jaundiced eye," 
Bauckman said, adding that he 
thought the plan to widen the street 
was impossible. 

Lou Songer, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
said, ‘‘We're not sure that it’s the 
right step to take.””

NEWTON — Anthony ‘Fats’ Pellegrini, a 


well-known community figure from Nonantum, 
was found guilty of gaming in Waltham Listrict 
Court last week and sentenced to one year in jail, 
10 days to be served and the remainder suspend- 
ed. 

Pellegrini, who contended he was was collec- 
ting money for charity not running a numbers 
racket, appealed the conviction to a jury of six in 
Framingham District Court. 

In announcing her verdict, Judge Arlyne 
Hassett said she believed the prosecution had 
proved ‘‘beyond any doubt” that documents seiz- 
ed from the defendant by Watertown police on 
May 11 were records for an illegal lottery. 

The documents included a large piece of paper 
with a list of names from 00 to 99. The top of the 
sheet stated ‘‘Donation $1” for the “sick and 
deceased”’ and listed two winners along with the 
number was ‘‘8933,’’ which Pellegrini 
acknowledged the illegal number from the Suf- 
folk Downs Race Track for May 7. 

Detective Sgts. John Jackson and William 
Chase of the Watertown Police Department 
testified that they discovered the documents at- 
tached to a cigar box Pellegrini carries with him 
while they were conducting a routine inspection 
of Roche Motor, a used car lot at 85 Water St. 

Jackson said he was in the office of the car 
dealership when ‘‘Detective Chase motioned to 
me with his eyes to come over and inspect some 
papers ona shelf.”’ 

Jackson said that when he saw the words 
“donation $1’’ and ‘‘winners” along with other 
writing he believed the forms were for an illegal 
lottery and he picked up the cigar box they were 
attached to. 

He contended that Pellegrini, looking into the 
office through a window, saw him handling the 
box and ordered him to give it back to him. 

“He informed me that it was his property and 
asked what I was doing,” said Jackson. “I show- 
ed him my badge and identified myself as a 
police officer. I said that I thought it was gaming 
material. He said it wasn't. I asked him if he 
wanted to discuss it. He said he did. Detective 
Chase started to read him his Miranda warnings. 
Mr. Pellegrini said he did not want to hear them. 
I said we had to read them to him if we were go- 
ing to discuss the matter. 

“He became very possessivee with the 
materials,’’ Jackson continued. ‘‘He said I must 


give thern back to him or place him under arrest 
At that point, I placed him under arrest.” 

The Watertown police turned over the 
documents to the FBI, and Asst. Dist. Atty. Ed 
Jenkins called FBI analyst Ray Sterling to the 
stand to give his opinion about what the 
documents signify. 

“T believe they represent wagering upon a 
twodigit system,” Sterling stated. The FBI agent 
added that he checked the racing results for May 
7 and after using a “complicated” formula he 
determined that the winning number for the il- 
legal lottery in Boston that day was 8933, the 
same number that appears on one of the forms. 

Sterling further testified that the numbers 
“25” by the names of the two winners indicated 
to him that the prize money for that day was $25, 

“Sure we got the number from the pool like the 
agent said,” Pellegrini admitted when he took 
the stand, ‘‘but there was no prize. We don't give 
anybody a quarter.... What we do is keep track of 
who wins the most and at the end of the year they 
get a plaque. When I’m soliciting money for 
charity I always tell ‘em if they win they get a 
ride on a fire engine.” 

Pellegrini, a 58-year-old lifelong resident of 
Newton, told the court he’d gone to Roche's that 
day to solicit a contribution for the Memorial 
Day Parade’ one of many functions sponsored by 
the Nonantum Children’s Christmas Association 
which Pellegrini chairs. 

“The association is strictly charitable,’ he 
stated. “I’ve been the chairman for 20 years. It 
started as a party for kids and now it covers 
anybody in trouble — the elderly, the sick, when 
akide dies we'll help pay for the funeral.” 

During a recess in the four-hour non-jury trial, 
Pellegrini said that the association holds an an- 
nual Christmas party for about 2,000 children, an 
annual picnic for 2,000 senior citizens and a 
Memorial Day Parade rivalling the parade spon- 
sored by the city of Newton. 

“T do it because I'm crazy, I’m nuts,”’ said 
Pellegrini with a chuckle. Dressed in a black 
leather jacket and a striped shirt, the colorful 
character said he makes his living as a laborer 
who pours asphalt for a living. 

“T used to be a tough guy, but not anymore. 
Maybe I'm getting old,” he said. ‘The last time I 
was in jail must have been 20 years ago for 
assault and battery on a cop. Why are they going 
after me no'v? I’m a rehabilitated felon. Aren't 
they supposed to leave me alone?” he added with 
mock indignation. 

Pellegrini, known around town as “Fats,” is : 
anything but. The short, slight of build Clinton 
Road resident is well known for challenging the 
mayor and other powers-that-be. 

The cigar box that got him in trouble last May 
is always on him, he says, 8 like a brief case. The 
box is covered with decals, including Mayor 
Mann’s name, a state police emblemn and the 
thumbs up symbol for ‘‘Make it in 
Massachusetts.”’ Advertising copy on one side 
reads, ‘You CAN fool fat.” 

Irate with his sentence at the end of the trial, 
Pellegrini looked as if he would have PR 
not to have been fooled this time. 

“Justice is not triumphant once again,” he 
said angrily after berating Jenkins for recom- 
mending a jail term. ‘‘I know why they did this to 
me,” he added. “They don’t like my attitude. 
They think I’m a wise guy.”” 

Court records indicate that Pellegrini has been 
convicted of five previous offenses, the most re- 
cent in 1973, 

His case was continued for a pre-trial con- 
ference to Nov. 14.

Yet when the nursing and 
teaching professions lost their 
glamour for Ann Sweetra and 
Elaine Galvin, each decided that 
the risk of marketing a new pro 
duct is more promising than re- 
maining in unsatisfying jobs 

“Some people just aren't 
isfied with nine-to-five jobs,” 
Galvin, co-founder of C} 
rir Corporation, 
Newton-based firm that pro- 
vides high-technological in- 
dustries with contamination- 
control products 

Sweetra knows thi 
entrepeneur is “‘ nut adds 
“we know what we're doing.” 

They were conspicuous as two 
of the few women among 300 
business people meeting recent 
ly at the Marriott Hotel for the 
day-long Venture Capital Fair 
Along with Galvin and Sweetr: 
representatives of 14 firms 
sought a total of $20 million in in- 
vestment capital to develop and 
market their products, mainly 
for high-technology industries. 
The bi-annual conference is 
sponsored by the 
Masssachusetts Department of 
Commerce. 

None of the entrepeneurs 
pected to leave the conference 
with a million dollar offer. Yet 
there is a good chance that even- 
tually a conference contact will 
eventually help finance the 
marketing of their product. 
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There’s a lay of about 
six months to a year from the 
time when you meet an investor 
to to when he actually invests,’ 
Joseph Donovon, a com 
merce department official. '‘No 
one is going to receive funds to- 





day. That would really be a 
first!” 

The commerce department 
routinely monitors the firms 


after participation in the con: 
ference. The department says 
that, typically, about 20 percent 
of the firms receive funds though 
contacts established at the con- 
vention. Another 10 percent are 
acquired by another firm with 
an additional 20 percent of ‘start- 
up’ firms receiving funds from 
sources outside the commerce 
department conference. 

Most venture firms initially 
seek investment capital but the 
“ultimate goal” is to be acquired 
by another firm 

‘This is only the first step of 
financing,'’ Donovon says. 

After acquisition, the en- 
trepeneurs own perhaps five 
percent of the firm, he says. 
“But that’s five percent of a very 
large compan 

At the conference, each en 
trepeneur gives a 10-minute 
presentation about his or her 
product. Later, they talk to 
potential investors who agree to 
meet with them in smaller 
groups. 

Among the financing sources 
represented at the conference 
were State Street Bank, Bank of 
Boston, Merrill Lynch, The Ven- 
ture Capital Fund of New 
England and Shawmut Bank. 

The firms presenting their

“We try to find small and 
emerging companies that have 
potential,” said Warren Smith, 
vice-president of State Street 
Bank and Trust Company, 
Boston.

After hearing several presen- 
tations, Smith said he was in- 
terested in a potential medi 
service center chain because it 
is a ‘fast growing industry.

One 
such center is currently 
operating in Salem on a bank 
loan 

“High-technology is by far the 
fastest growing industry.

‘Don’t ruin the edge on the carv-

Stuffing is a very personal victual. Most people insist that the stuffing 
that permeated their childhood holidays is not only the best but it’s the on- 
ly one that they're interested in consuming 

That's the way it is in my family. Two birds are cooked at Thanksgiving 
for my extended family and the stuffing is prepared and cooked separate- 
ly from the massive birds. While it’s heating on the burner, every cousin, 
aunt and sibling drops by the stove for ‘‘just a taste.” By the time it gets to 
the buffet it’s not as enormous a dish as when it began but there's still 
plenty to go around. 

In this, the day of boxed stuffing, my family would sooner vote mutiny 
than miss the coveted accompaniment to traditional turkey. 

If the stuffing served at your house is an integral part of the holiday 
then, by all means, serve it. But if you or you're farnily isn’t thrilled with 
the family version then serve one of the following. Or on an odd winter 
night when you want a roast chicken or turkey but want something dif- 
ferent, one of these will suit your purpose.

“‘We have seen, for the past eight years, a pattern in the federal govern- 
ment of divesting to states and municipalities programs and money to run 
programs,” the secretary noted. ‘We've grabbed the money and grabbed 
the programs with the general feeling that the federal government's pro- 
grams have been so huge and so unmanageable that the only places that 
can handle them and make some sense out of them are the municipality 
and the state."”’ 

The commonwealth must come up with ways to bring jobs into regions 
of high unemployment and must take an overall view of industry, rather 
than placing all its hope for future growth on the high-technology she 
stated. 

“This state doesn’t make any sense as an economic unit. It’s very 
strange,’’ Murphy remarked with amusement.

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Fame found in the Big Apple

NEWTON — Everyone knows the 
story of the fresh-faced kid who sets 
off to find fame in the Big Apple and 
crawls home broken-hearted and 
destitute. 


But for Neil Applebaum, a 1969 
graduate of Newton South High 
School, nothing could be farther 
from the truth, 


Applebaum and two col- 
laborators started their own dance 
company, New York City Tap 
works, two years ago and are rapid- 
ly becoming one of the most 
respected troupes in the jazz-tap 
field.

Applebaum, who was co-captain 
of the wrestling team his senior 
year at South and took second-place 
in the state wrestling champion- 
ships, was introduced to dance 
while in college at Rutgers Univer- 
sity in New Jersey. 


Leon Collins, then set off for New 
York again and studied further 
with Brenda Bufalino, a student of 
the well-known Honey Coles, Ap- 
plebaum found his place in tap and 
performed with Bufalino’s com- 


It became an immediate passion. , é 
pany before forming his own. 


“It was something that he just 
naturally seemed to take to,’’ ex- 
plained his mother, Newton resi- 
dent Ruth Applebaum. 


He went on to earn a Masters in 
Education from Bank Street Col- 
lege in New York City and moved to 
the Boston area, where he taught 
school for a year. 


“Tt (the dancing) just happen- 
ed,"’ said Ruth Applebaum. ‘He 
never took lessons when he was a 
kid. It’s just something that’s pro- 
bably been inherent. He has been 
working really hard constantly 
since he became interested in 


dance.” 
At the same time, Applebaum 


began studying ballet with Sam 
Kurkijian, director of the Boston 
Repertory Ballet. His talent was 
noticed immediately and he was in- 
vited to join the company, perform- 
ing as principal dancer in many of 
their shows. 

Later, he began taking tap with 


She noted that dance had not been 
an easy career for him to choose. 


‘That (being a male dancer) was 
a struggle, especially the concept of 
a man in ballet,”’ she acknowledg- 
ed, “But I think he just felt strongly 
enough about himself and _ his 





masculinity to pursue what he 
wanted to do.” 

Applebaum's success has been a 
jazz-tap style that preserves the 
form's tradition, providing a con- 
tinuity with the past, while at the 
same time advancing it and 
creating something new. New York 
City Tapworks has spent much of 
its time educating students in the 
history of jazz-tap and black 
dancers, preserving an apprecia- 
tion for the art. 


“He has taken the traditional 
form and gone beyond,’’ his sister, 
Irene Applebaum, explained. “It's 
not enough just to be a good tap 
dancer, He’s a very talented and 
creative person and the group that 
he’s with is the best.”” 


Applebaum is also still teaching 
on his own — at St. Anne’s, a 
private grammar school, and the 
Dancers School, both in New York 
City.

Non-resident student tuition could add to school budget

NEWTON — If the city accepts a 
new state statute, the School Com- 
mittee may soon pick up another 
source of revenue for the schools. 


Department of Education Legal Of- 
fice. 


The Board of Aldermen, 
however, must approve the statute 
before it would go into effect. 


John Cullinane, director of pupil 
services and special education for 
the city’s schools, believes the new 
law could be very beneficial for 
Newton and other communities, 
particularly in the area of special 
education. 


“Assume we have room in one of 
our self-contained classes for a 
Needham student,” Cullinane ex- 
plained in a memo to the School 
Committee. ‘Needham is willing to 
pay $5,500 tuition. To carry out this 


The legislation, enacted in April 
1982, would allow the city to set up a 
special account, controlled by the 
committee, for non-resident stu- 
dent tuitions. 


That same law would not prohibit 
the use of excess tuition funds — 
those remaining after the actual 
cost of educating the student has 
been covered — for the support of

new student’s educational plan, we 
might have to add $700 worth of ad- 
ditional time for aide, speech 
therapy or other specialist ser- 
vices, 

“These additional services would 
be paid for out of the revolving 
fund,’ Cullinane continued. “But 
there would be a net income in this 
case of $4,800.” 

Cullinane said Newton now has 
two or three possible tuition 
students and estimated that with 
further recruiting, the schools 
could generate a net income of 
$5,000-$20,000 for 1983-84. 

Cullinane has requested the 
establishment of a revolving fund 
for special education tuitions. 


The School Committee voted to 
send that request to the mayor, who 
has sole power to forward it to the 
Board of Aldermen. It must come 
before the Human Services Com- 
mittee and the Finance Committee 
before reaching the full board. 

The chairmen of both of those 
aldermanic committees said that 
although they had not seen the 
details of the request, they did not 
anticipate any problems. 


The board has already establish- 
ed revolving funds for other school 
departments, including athletics 
and food services. 


The procedure could also work 
the other way around, Cullinane 


pointed out, saving the city some 
additional money. 

Newton is mandated under 
Chapter 766 to provide appropriate 
services for all children in need of 
special education. If the city does 
not have some of those services 
available, it must pay for those 





students to attend programs 
elsewhere. 
Public school systems, noted 


Cullinane, are likely to charge less 
in tuition than private day schools. 

The only exchanges with other 
systems taking place now are 
within the EdCo program, said 
Cullinane. That arrangement, he 
stated, is helpful, but limits the 
number of communities to which 


students may be sent to the 17 other 
cities and towns in the EdCo pro- 
gram. 

Cullinane estimated there are 
now about a half-dozen Newton kids 
attending schools in other EdCo 
communities and 7 or 8 non- 
resident EdCo children enrolled in 
Newton programs.

FITCHBURG — Last week 
against Greater Lowell, the Newton 
Catholic High football team scored 
its first points of the season. This 
week, the Newton Catholic team 
humbled Notre Dame of Fitchburg, 
12-0, to notch its first win. 

It was also the first win for first 
year coach Rich Bath. 

“We completely dominated play 
in Sunday’s contest,” said a very 
happy Bath. ‘‘However, the victory 
could have been much sweeter if it 
wasn’t for all the penalties.” 

During the contest, 20 penalties 
were called against each team. 

According to Bath, the referees 
controlled the game as if it were a 
NCAA Division I playoff. ‘Every 
three plays something was called ” 
he said. 

Penalties halted Lancer drives of 
60 and 70 yards in the second and 
third quarters. 

Even with the penalties, Newton 
Catholic pounded Notre Dame, 
keeping ball possession for 30 of the 
game’s 40 minutes. The Lancers 
also rushed for 317 yards including 
17 first downs while holding their 
opponents to 120 yards and seven 
first downs. 

The Newton Catholic offense has 
come alive in the last two games. It 
has now scored 24 points in seven 
quarters. The defense, meanwhile, 
has continued to be stingy. It has 
allowed just seven points in that 
same time period. 

Running backs, Bill Martin and 
Danny Walsh had a big day against 
Notre Dame. Martin carried the 
ball 17 times for 130 yards and 
scored one touchdown. Walsh made 
135 yards in 14 carries and also 
scored a touchdown. 


Helping Martin and Walsh out 
were all-league tackle Gerry Gen- 
tilueci, Dino Farina and Shawn 
Moran. ‘‘They blew holes open on 
the right-side of the offensive line 
that could of let a Mack Truck 
through,” said Bath. 

Defensively, the Lancers were 
led by Farina, Walsh, Martin and 
Mike Bove. 

Bove, playing left end, made nine 
unassisted tackles. Walsh sacked 
the Notre Dame quarterback twice 
and made nine unassisted tackles. 
Interceptions by Martin and Ferina 
led to the Lancers two touchdowns. 

Martin stole a pass on the game’s 
second play from scrimmage and 
ran it back 15 yards to give Newton 
Catholic a 6-0 lead. Farina picked 
off a pass in the fourth quarter to 
start the Lancer offense rolling 
again. Walsh capped the 60-yard, 
five-play drive with a 30-yard 
touchdown run. 

Newton Catholic almost scored 
again at the very end of the game. 

With 30 seconds to go, quarter- 
back Tom DeRosa rambled forty 
yards down to the Notre Dame 10 
yard line before getting caught 
from behind. ‘“‘He just ran out of 
steam,” said Bath. 

Next Friday night, the Lancers 
host a much tougher opponent at 
Albemarle field in Newton.

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Meals Week 
is observed 


NEWTON — or the many thousands of senior 
citizens who enjoy eating a hot, nutritious lunch 
but don’t want to cook for themselves, or eat 
alone, this is a special week. 

The week through Nov. 12 marks the celebra- 
tion of National Congregate & Home Delivered 
Meals week, a program which works to meet 
some of the nutritional and social needs of 
isolated elders across the country. 

West Suburban Elder Services, Inc. ad- 
ministers 145 nutrition sites in seven towns in 
cooperation with local Councils on Aging. West 
Suburban also administers home delivered 
meals programs in three of these towns; the 
Councils on Aging runs this service in the other 
four: 

Both the congregate meal sites and home 
delivered meals program serve a hot lunch each 
weekday which provides one third of the daily 
nutritional requirements of people age 60 and 
over. Menus are planned each month by a staff of 
registered dietitians to ensure a variety of well- 
balanced meals. 

The meals are prepared daily by caterers and 
evaluated weekly by the site participants for 
taste and quality. 

For those who are unable to go out to the sites, 
volunteer drivers deliver meals to their homes. 
Homebound elders who may have just come out 
of a hospital, or are simply unable to shop and 
cook for themselves benefit from the meal and 
the brief visit with the driver. For isolated 
elders, the knowledge that someone will be com- 
ing by each weekday is very reassuring. 

In Newton the four nutrition sites serving a hot 
noon-time meal to local seniors are administered 
by West Suburban Elder Serives, and the Newton 
Council On Aging. These nutrition sites are 
located at Newtonville Senior Drop-In Center, 
Newton Free Library, Walnut Street, Newton- 
ville, 527-6770; Nonantum Multi Service Center,

“I come here to talk and laugh with all the nice 
people,”’ said a participant at the Wellesley meal 
site. ‘‘The food is quite good, but its the social at- 
mosphere that I enjoy the most.”’ 


Others feel their trips to the site help to break 
up the monotony and loneliness of daily lives. 


“It's nice to get out and go some where with 
people I like.” ‘These people are like my family 
now, except they’re more fun.” 


Parties are scheduled at the sites for holidays, 
birthdays and other special occasions. Clubs of 
all kinds, senior groups and recreational trips 
originate from many of the meal sites. 
Sometimes, diners prepared special treats and 
desserts to share at lunch.

Village exhibit shown 
at Jackson Homestead

well as the intellect in ‘The City Fabric’’, the new exhibit on Newton's 
villages that recently opened at the Jackson Homestead. 

The exhibit was researched and planned by Dusc! ott, Director of 
the Jackson Homestead, and researcher Thelma Fleishman. It was 
designed and mounted by Curator Lisa Krull. The Homestead is open 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on weekdays and on the first Sunday of the month 
from 2 to5 p.m.. 

Primarily photographic, the show expla 
villages. It becomes clear that the villag: em lends both variety and 
character to life in Newton — and that today’s Newton is heavily influenc- 
ed by past village histories. 

The exhibit-goer begins at a large map of the city. The map has symbols 
keyed to each village to indicate whether industry or transportation, rail 
or river was primarily responsible for the development of that area. The 
visitor is guided by numbered labels which lead from photographs of 
Newton Corner, a small display of Indian relics and a page from an 
Algonkian (Indian) Bible, translated into that language by John Eliot, 
through eleven stops at other villages to a plan for subdivision in Waban in 
the 1890s. Encompassing the two front rooms of the elegant Homestead, 
“The Ci bric’’ emphasizes villages that developed before passenger 
rail service in the first room, and those that grew because of commuter 
service in the second. 

Of partic’ note are a statement by Frederick Law Olmsted on the 
creation of Newton Centre Playground out of ‘‘a depressed land, constant- 
ly water-soaked’’, and photographs of beloved Norumbega Park. Large 
bird’s-eye maps showing different villages at the turn of the century line 
the staircase. 

Featured are old photos of men lounging in front of a fish market in 
Newton Highlands and of men working with huge machines to lower the 
Newtonville train tracks to below street level. All this fuels the imagina- 
tion on what Newton was like “back then’ and helps to illuminate the 
threads which combined to make the city fabric.

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Computers benefit Lincoln-Eliot

NEWTON CORNER — The 
Lincoln-Eliot School may not house 
more computers than any other 
elementary school, but it certainly 
must come close. 

And although the school may not 
own any of them, it is certainly get- 
ting a lot out of the arrangement. 

The new EdCo Computer Center, 
located in the Lincoln-Eliot 
building, features 21 Apple Ile’s 
and has use of 11 Ataris on loan 
from that company. 

Opened September 1, the center 
was designed for educators as an 
information clearinghouse, a train- 
ing center, a demonstration site, a 
source of technical and curriculum 
development assistance, a software 


library, and a place to confer with 
colleagues. 

It is open to the 18 school systems 
that belong to the private, non- 
profit Education Collaborative of 
Greater Boston (EdCo), as well as 
others in the region on an associate 
membership or fee-for-service 
basis. 

Those attending classes at the 
center can receive graduate credits 
through Fitchburg State College. 

The EdCo center, which is af- 
filiated with the School Technology 
Center at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education, has received 
significant interest and contribu- 
tions from private organizations. 

The Education Development 
Center in Newton donated space for 


year, before it moved into Lincoln- 
Bliot. The Mabel L. Riley Founda- 
tion, Raytheon, Honeywell, 
Polaroid, Mitre, Arthur D. Little, 
Digital and the Ford Foundation 
have also made contibutution to the 
project. 

Lincoln-Bliot, in turn, is receiv 
ing a significant contibution from 
EdCo — free daily use of staff and 
computers, uninterupted by 
teacher classes, which are held in 
the evenings 

Elizabeth Bjork, director of the 
EdCo Computer Center, estimates 
the terminals are now in use about 
half of the school day. Once more 
teachers and kids at the school 
become acquainted with them, she 
predicts, they will be in use 


“This just happens to be a very 
hice windfall for Newton schools 
and believe me, we are taking full 
advantage of it,’’ Mark Chaffee, 
computer specialist for the schools, 
said with a laugh 

EdCo staff are available give 
kids an introduction to the com- 
puters and to help teachers select 
software, plan curricula and ex- 
plain concepts to students, 

The teachers can instruct their 
kids by projecting their own work 
onto a large television screen at the 
front of the room, they can have 
their students work individually or 
as a pair, or instead of going to the 
center, they can borrow any of

How important are ap- 
pearances? Religion? Would I 
object to a smoker? Would I 
prefer a quiet guy?

guy? And how many people do I 
like to date at one time? 

The two dating services I went 
through, who usually conduct 
their interviews by telephone, 
asked almost identical ques- 
tions. They agreed that the 
whole situation was awkward as 
they encouraged me to elaborate 
on my responses and I found 
myself surprised to be sharing 
very personal feelings with 
strangers. It was obvious they 
knew how to make people feel at 
ease. 

To my delight, at the conclu- 
sion of both interviews, I was in- 
formed that as an educated, 
single woman in my mid- 
twenties with a ‘‘zest for life” 
they considered me a_ highly 
qualified candidate. 

It was much more difficult, 
they explained, to match divorc- 
ed women in their 50’s since 
there are more of them who app- 
ly than compatible males. Both 
services — Equal Partners bas- 
ed in Newton and Lunch Couples 
based in Needham and Boston — 
have between 1200 and 1400 
clients presently enlisted. Most 
of them are females between the 
ages of 30 and 50 and are college 
educated, with the spectrum 
ranging in age from 20 to 72. 

Admittedly, it is very exciting 
to sit with an interviewer and 
special order a date, but there’s 
one drawback. Your perfect 
mate must have applied to the 
same firm as well. 

The dating services are very 
eareful about false advertising. 
They caution clients not to plan 
on falling in love but, rather, to 
look forward to meeting so- 
meone with similar interests. 

In real life, however, it’s 
almost impossible not to have 
high expectations that dates pur- 
chased in the future will be ex- 
actly tailored to personal 
wishes. Unfortunately, merely 
verbalizing wants doesn’t mean 
presto ... and Mr. Perfect is on 
the phone. 

The three dates I had all 
sounded promising. And while I 





didn’t meet anybody with whom 
I cared to pursue a relationship, 
I did enjoy meeting different 
people who I probably would not 
have come in contact with other- 
wise. And I also discovered that 
dating services are not the 
miserable havens for misfits I 
had pictured them to be. 

They are, however, big money 
maker Equal Partners 
charges about 25 for three 
dates, a fee which more than 
doubled since two divorced 
women started the operation 
about a year ago. If they have 
1400 customers, that’s $175,000 in 
initial fees excluding renewal 
fees which amount to three addi- 
tional dates for $95 and six for 
$150. 

Lunch Couples, run by two 
people who are dating each 
other, charges about $95 for six 
months of unlimited dates, That 
price would bring them $95,000 in 
initial fees for 1,000 customers 
exluding their renewal fees 
which are $75 for another six 
months of unlimited dates. 
Lunch couples also features an 
introductory membership for 
$50. For that price, a client is in- 
troduced to four people. 

Both businesses boast about 
their ‘personalized’ services 
without computers. That per- 
sonalized service entails a great 
deal of phone calls. The mat- 
chmakers call you when they 
have a match and give you all 
the details. If you agree with 
their choice, they call your 
match and if he agrees, 
everybody gets everybody else’s 
phone number and it's up to the 
clients to make the date and 
figure out how they will 
recognize each other. 











After my first date called — a 
well-educated young profes- 
sional with a zest for life and an 
interest in athletic as well as ar- 
tistic endeavors — we talked for 
awhile and arranged to meet ata 
Boston bar. I was about to hang 
up the phone when he shouted, 
“Wait! How will I know it’s 
you?"’ We shyly described 
ourselves trying to achieve a 
delicate balance between 
modesty and reality and the date 
was set. 

I got stuck in traffic and arriv- 
ed about an hour late. After 
threading my way back and 
forth several times through the 
place, staring searchingly in the 
face of every young male, I con- 
cluded he was gone. I also 
received a lot of comments I 
could have done without. 

I called him up and we ar- 
ranged another plan. It 
was awkward when we 
finally met as we both 
looked totally diffe- 
rent than either of 
us had apparently 
imagined.

Richard McGrath topped the alder- 
manic ticket with a total of 8,428, 
resurrecting rumors that he might 
run for mayor in two years.

Election watchers claimed that 
James Regan’s victory over 
veteran alderman Joseph DePas- 
quale in Ward 6 was a direct result 
of the mayor's whole-hearted sup- 
port.

Police talks stailed

NEWTON — Robert Magni, speaking for the 
local branch of the Massachusetts Police 
Association, has protested ‘‘the continuing stall- 
ing tactics by Mayor Theodore Mann and Chief 
William Quinn” during 19 months of collective 
bargaining over a new contract. 


He also said that the city’s refusal to react to 
his protest could lead to police picketing in front 
of City Hall. 

According to Magni, representatives of the 
Joint Labor Management Commission, who have 
been mediating negotiations between the union 
and the city, “‘have expressed concern that the 
city is unwilling to settle with its police officers 
on the same basis that it has settled with virtual- 
ly all other city employees. 





Magni also pointed out that the contract in 
question will expire ‘“‘within six or seven mon- 
ths,”’ 


Chief Quinn commented that the ongoing 
negotiations were taking ‘‘a little longer than 
usual.’’ He blamed the union for the most recent 
delay in negotiations, saying the two parties 
were ‘within an inch away from settling” when 
the union ‘‘changed the whole picture.”’ 

The sole remaining obstacle in the negotiations 
is a difference of opinion on how officers who 
have been injured on duty should be treated, ac- 
cording to both Magni and Quinn. 

The chief contends that injured officers should 
be allowed to perform ‘“‘light duty”’ in the station 
if it has been determined that their injuries will 
allow it. ‘‘We strongly believe it is,only fair that, 
if an officer has a broken finger or a hangnail, he 
should be able to work light duty for $500 a 
week,’’ Quinn said. 

While insisting, ‘‘We always take care of our 
sick and wounded,”’ Quinn said there were ‘'25 to 
30 nonphysical jobs” injured officers could do,” 
such as answering the phone or sorting out park- 
ing tags.

The students’ responses came at 
the height of a controversy on the 
Chestnut Hill campus surrounding 
charges made by Ward 5 Alderman 
and BC Sociology Department 
Chairman Michael Malec. 

In a letter printed in the college’s 
independent student newspaper, 
Malec questioned whether BC ad- 
ministrators and, specifically 
President Fr. Donald Monan, are 
selling the school’s academic 
‘‘soul’’ for the money involved in na- 
tional athletic prominence. 

Informed sources say Malec was 
formally reprimanded by Monan 
for his letter, although neither 
Malec or Monan would confirm the 
reprimand. 

A 15-year veteran of BC 
academics, Malec has been per- 
sistently critical of what he con- 
siders violations of standards both 
in admitting athletes and in enforc- 
ing academic discipline while they 
are students. 

A majority of the students who 
were asked whether they believed 
academically ineligible students 
are playing for BC atheltic teams 
supported Malec’s claims.

Incidents with racial and anti-semitic overtones, such as these — and 
some far more serious are being reported more frequently in 
Massachusetts and the rest of the country in recent years. 

And although John Strand, superintendent of schools, feels that Newton 
educators are sensitive and forthright in their handling of such events, he 
has issued a policy for reporting those incidents. 

Strand said he discovered the schools lacked specific guidelines while 
following up an inquiry by members of the city Human Rights Committee 
He asserted the move was not triggered by any recent incident of pre- 
judice, but said he did know about fights with racial overtones among high 

chool students. 

The general feeling of people there (on the committee) is that people in 
the Newton school system are pretty sensitive about handling them, but 
that there might be incidents that are not reported.”’ Strand explained 

We're just trying to see whether there are patterns (of discrimination), 
how widespread it is and whether it is being handled effectively." 

There are already resource teams operating at both the elementary and 
secondary levels, each consisting of several staff members. Those teams 
would play an integral part in the chain of command Strand has set up for 
dealing with racial and anti-semitic incidents. 

The staff at the Education Center and I want to lend our authority and 
support to your efforts in the schools to deal with incidents of this kind,’ 
and explained in a memo to school principals and staff. 

Jnder the new policy, teachers report to principals and principals 
determine how resource teams and other staff will be used, then notify 
Strand immediately by telephone of the incident and follow up the call 
with a written report containing details of and responses to the event. 

“We need to remind ourselves from time to time of the critical role

Part of that role, of course, is to demonstrate to the children and fee 
ourselves that we abhor incidents of prejudice and discrimination and will 
act to prevent their recurrence when they do happen,” he stre d. 

In addition to handling racial and anti-semitic incidents carefully after 
they happen, the School Department is taking steps to prevent their oc- 
curence by broadening students’ understanding of various societies

Where do we go 


from here... ? 


As the dust settles from the tumult ove 
the library question that was so soundly 
defeated in last week’s election, voter 
have to ask themselves one question 
“Where do we go from here?”

According to Mayor Theodore 
first step to be taken is to find out 
serious the people are who want a new 
library.’’ If there is a legitimate 
with updating the central facility, the next 
steps involve determining how it could be 
financed. 

Mann has tossed out a plan, called “‘the 
Bennington Plan,” which would allow for a 
new structure to be built with private 
funds and leased back to the city. For 
various reasons, he says the plan ‘‘does not 
apply”’ to the present situation. 

He has dispaired of another route, which 
he says he has been exploring for a long 
time. Attempts to find a developer who 
could trade a viable library structure for 
valuable municipally owned property have 
been in vain, he said. 

Those close to the budget process feel 
sure there is no possible way to finance a 
new, central library within the constraints 
of an already tight city budget. City of- 
ficials have said they would not allow for 
cuts in public safety, public works and 
other essential city services to pay for a 
library. 

There is some hope, though, that funds 
for a modest project could be raised within 
the community that was just rated as hav- 
ing the highest annual family income in 
the commonwealth. If the same energies 
that were devoted to boosting the ballot 
question were switched over to a library 
fund drive, the results might be surprising. 

In the course of several heated library 
debates preceding the election, a plan was 
mentioned that would include mixed use of 
the huge Warren Jr. High building. It was 
suggested that, while the bulk of the old 
building would go over to library purposes, 
parts of it would be leased to commercial 
interests, and the rent would go toward 
paying off the costs of renovation. Suc- 
cessful precedents were cited in several 
cities across the country. 

While, as Mann and the library trustees 
have contended, Warren is ‘‘off the beaten 
track,’’ we would urge that the possiblities 
for its reuse be explored further. 

Advocates of a new library should con- 
gratulate themselves for making residents 
aware of the tragic state of the present 
central library.

Doherty 27 states now have 
such penalties and Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci, D-Newton, submitted a 
bill five years ago that would put 
those fines at $500, a year in jail, or 
both.

‘May you live in exciting times,” is an ancient oriental curse whose true 
meaning will be felt Sunday night, when a graphic depiction of the horri 
ble aftermath of nuclear war will be shown on prime time television 


The Day After” might be a bit much for viewers already knocked off 
balance by the events of the last several weeks, The sabre-rattling that at 
tended the shooting down of a Kor airliner filled with innocent 
civilians was not recognized, right off, as a harbinger of things to come 


Weeks later, a suicidal terrorist penetrated security at the Marines 
stronghold in Beirut and killed a number of U.S. soldiers that was without 
precedent in any one day of the bloody Vietnam war. 








While we were still trying to cope with the news coming from Beirut, the 
U.S. staged a full-scale invasion of the island of Grenada. To Americans 
who knew the island only as a sunny spa in the southern Carribean, it 
seemed like the Army was taking over Disneyland; and our confusion 
mounted as the death toll rose. 

The times were getting exciting, indeed, and we were feeling the sting of 
the ancient oriental curse 

But the excitement and confusion generated by current events pales in

The film hits hard, because the people in it are ordinary. Considerable 
time is spent establishing their identity, A middle-aged doctor and his 
wife lie in bed at night, reassuring each other of the impossibility of a, 
nuclear holocaust while the t.v. flickers at the foot of their bed.

All she wants is to 
have her baby and be done with it 

The cast of characters goes about daily duties, ignoring the doomsday 
clock while it ticks off the last few seconds of a civilization that has beer 
developing for millions of years. They know nothing of the horrors that 
will soon descend upon them,..horrors that will make the trials of Job look 
like minor difficulties 

They all live in exciting times. The next football game, the next promo: 
tion on the job, the coming wedding and the pending birth are enough to 
keep them occupied and ignorant of the doom that is close at hand. 

But the real excitement - the kind the orientals never imagined when 
they made up the ancient curse - really begins when the missles take off 

“The Day After”’ is filmed in the middle of Kansas, a location ordinarily 
considered safe by those who do not know of the Minuteman missle silos 
that dot the area

above the rim of the stadium. Drivers, stopped in the traffic which has 
already been spawned by reports of mounting international incidents, 
watch in awe as the missles head toward their targets

Current events countering

Since the Soviet attack on a Korean passenger plane in September, we 
have encountered some hositility when broaching the subject of nuclear 
freeze, and understandibly so, This unprovoked murder of 267 defenseless 
men, women and children stunned the world, and hurt our cause more 
than anything else could have done. 

Neverthel without people of the far vision - peace without war - the 
world never will realize any other than this medieval way of settling dif- 
ferences between nations. Those opposing the freeze always have the trite 
answer: ‘There's no other way to deal with the Russian 











There has to be another way, and unless we make our voices heard in 
condemning the insensate cruelties of war that have plagued the world 
since prehistoric day, no other way will emerge; and sooner or later man 
will destroy himself and his world. 


This may seem an altogether too simplistic alternative to war, but it is 
the only adult way - that of negotiation. It could be made to work, since the 
United States and Russia do not want mutual destruction. On this common 
ground they could stand and implement a nuclear freeze and arms reduc- 
tion - mutual and verifiable. Misunderstanding and lack of communica- 
tion between nations have always been the greatest threat to peace. 





With modern transportation, the periphery of the world is shrinking. We 
are now one small world, no longer poles apart, but just hours away from 
the farthest limits. The many different wars going on now could almost be 
likened to family quarrels. We care about the other members of this great 
family of man - their children are as dear as our own; and we do not 
believe in the building and deployment of missiles with which to blow 
them up. It is juvenile behavior and should no longer be acceptable in this 
modern twentieth century. 


And so, once again, as in Lebanon where American soldiers are in great 
danger and where many have been killed recently, when they can no 
longer be objective and unbaised and are drawn inevitably into the melee, 
more will die, their deaths will not have changed the face of things in 
Lebanon, or made the slightest difference to anyone anywhere, - except 
their grieving loved ones. 


The way to help war torn countries would not be to subsidize their wars, 
which would only serve to compound bloodshed and perpetuate wars, but 
to send food, doctors, medicine and volunteers to help alleviate the suffer- 
ing of displaced persons caught in the crossfires of war. 


Today we read in the news of the latest Russian threat “‘to position their 
nuclear missiles within 10 minutes of the United States if we allow the 
deployment of the Pershing II and Cruise missiles in Europe this year.” 
Yuri Andropov has said Moscow would break off arms talks in Geneva 
also. Because we are sure this is no idle threat, it is urgent we either call 
or write Tip O'Neill asking him to support the Dellums Amendment to the 
Department of Defense Appropriation bill. This bill calls for a one year 
delay in the deployment of the Pershing II and Cruise missiles in Europe.

Newton Symphony receives $10,000 gift

NEWTON A proposal that would ensure a 
permanent source of funds for city efforts to 
maintain and improve the municipal water and 
sewer system has been passed on to two 
alderamnic committees for consideration. 

The proposal, docketed by Public Works Com: 
missioner John Sulik, calls for the establishment 
of “a revolving account” for the city's water and 
sewer maintenance efforts. 

The aldermanic Public Facilities Committee 
recommended approval of the item at a meeting 
last week, sending it on to the Finance Commit- 
tee and Legislation and Rules Committee for fur 
ther consideration 

David C. Wilkinson, chief budget officer for the 

ity, said yesterday the revolving account pro- 
posal was created by a three-way effort involv 

ing the executive and public works departments, 
along with the Public Facilities Committee 

Currently, if the city needs money for water 
and sewer work, it must be appropriated during 
the budget process as “up front money” from the 
part of the general revenue account derived 
from city’s water/sewer use fees, Wilkinson

being done in conjunction with a 
tate or feder ant, he said, these monies are 
eventually reimbursed in part or in whole by the 
grant and put back into the city’s general 
revenues. 

Because of the current system, reimbursed 
srant monies for water/sewer work are re ed 
to the general surplus account and not allocated 
pecifically for improvements in the city’s water 
and sewer system 

However, under the revolving account, the 
monies for such work would be self-perpetuating 
and targeted solely for maintenance and im- 
provement efforts, Wilkinson said 














With the revolving account system, the “up 
front’’ money for improvements would be first 
taken from revenues created by water and sewer 
use fees, he said. 


Committee considers 
water/sewer proposal 


Then, when the work is completed and the 
federal or state grant reimbursal is received by 
the city, Wilkinson explained, the money will be 
deposited into the seperate account as future 
“seed money” for the next improvement 

When the next project for improvement or 
maintenance of the city water and sewer system 
came along, the up front money could be taken 
from the revolving account containing the grant 
money from the last project, money which even- 
tually will be replaced when more grant money 
is received, he said 

Confusng appropriations from the general 
revenue accounts would no longer be necessary, 
he added 

This process assures the city will have a con 
tinuous amount of money available for im- 
provements, and be able to maintain a commit- 
ment to sewer and water maintenance,” ac- 
cording to Wilkinson. 

If the revolving account idea is accepted by the 
two remaining aldermanic committees and the 
full Board of Aldermen, it will be passed on to the 
state legislature for approval 

The state legislature would consider the 
revolving account proposal as a “home rule peti- 
tion,’’ that is, a proposal pertaining to only one 
town in the commonwealth 

Wilkinson said the chances of the item's 
passage in the legislature are ‘‘fairly good."* 

The revolving count would be particularly 
useful, he said, ‘‘over the next couple of years’’ 
when the city is expected to become involved in 
state and federal grant programs for municipal 
water and sewer improvements. 

Wilkinson said the revolving account idea is 

an intermediary step’’ between the city’s cur- 
rent accounting system and an effort to convert 
to a uniform, state-wide accounting system. 

According to Sulik, this municipal accounting 
conversion process will be completed in two 
years. 

“This (revolving account) would ensure the 
money 1s always available for water and sewer 
improvements,” Sulik said. ‘I don't want that 
grant money going back into general revenue.”

Nina Mae's program aired from 7 
to 9 p.m. on Thursdays. She used to 
vocalize into an over-head 
microphone that ‘looked like a bird 
cage.”’ Inside the Boylston Street 
studio in Boston’s Brunswick Hotel, 
Nina Mae recalls, ‘There was 
nobody there but me. I had to make 
my own announcements.” 

Commercials eventually found 
radio and performers were finally 
paid for their work. But Nina Mae 

ys agents kept 80 percent of the 
so she decided to give up radio. 

“I didn’t have time,’ adds Nina 
Mae, who chose to concentrate on 
teaching music and performing on 
stage. 

She studied voice at the New 
England Conservatory of Music in 
the early 1900s in preparation for a 
career as a concert singer. Her in- 
troduction to the stage, however, 
came much earlier. 

At age four, Nina Mae stood 
before a church congregation in 
Jamaica Plain and sang Twinkle 
Twinkle Little 

For many years she sang in 
Boston’s concert halls and hotels 
and had a choir group for 17 years 
at the Newtonville Congregational 
Church. 

“I was a very high soprano. A 
very high C,’’ says Nina Mae, a 
Newton resident for 65 years. 

Nina Mae made all her own 
gowns for her performances. She 
was always sure never to wear the 


























same dre twice because, she 
s, “They wouldn’t remember 
what I sang but they 


rememberered what I wore.” 


Nina Mae also shared her talents 
with seriously disabled children at 
the former New England Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children in 
Newton Centre. She taught the 
children songs she made up herself 
and instructed them on how to tap 
their hands and feet in rhythm with 
the music 

One day, shortly after the out 
break of WWI, the former Nina 
Mae Hatch was standing next to a 
train that was about to depart for a 
military camp in Florida. Among 
those inside the train was the late 
Warren P. Forde, an ountant 
whom she had known since their 
school days. Mr. Forde threw a box 
to Nina Mae from a window of the 
train. 

“He said, ‘Keep if you want. If 
not, throw it away,"’ she says 

The box contained a diamond 
engagement ring. The pair were 
married in 1922. Mr, Forde died in 
1976 after a four-year fight with 
cancer, 

“There were about two yee hat 
I didn’t want to live,’ Nina Mae 
recalls sadly. ‘‘He took very good 
care of me.” 

Nina Mae's interest in her fami- 
neology eventually led her to 
probate work. She studied probate 
law about 1910 and was hired to do 
title research for a local bank. A 
r thought it would be a good 
for Nina Mae ro become a 
notary since it would make their 
work easier. The lawyer, Eben Hut 
chinson, filed an notary aplication 
for Nina Mae

NEWTON — The powerful leg

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New Porsche Audi 4008S in front of Warren, Vermont store.

WARREN, Vt. (UPI) — Porsche Audi 
recently unveiled its new all-wheel drive 
luxury sedan it hopes will become a ‘‘cult”” 
car among the rapidly expanding market 
of affluent performance buffs. 

The $16,500, 2.2 liter 4000S Quattro is not 
intended as an off-the road vehicle for slog- 
ging through mud and snow, but to enhance 
Audi’s image in a_ shifting American 
market, Vice President Peter Fischer said. 

“We really belief we can make this car, 
this technology, this package, a cult car,” 
he said. 

The 4000S Quattro is powered by a fuel- 
injected five cylinder, 115 hp engine and 
can turn 60 miles an hour in 9.5 seconds and 
hit a top speed of 115 mph without paying a 
“penalty” in fuel economy, Porsche Audi 
said. 

Its EPA rated mileage is 28 miles per 
gallon on the highway and 21 in town. 

The 4000S features a full-time four wheel 
drive system developed for the $35,000 
Quattro Turbo sports coupe, and is describ- 
ed in Audi’s promotional material as ‘‘a 
formal sedan meant to be driven like a 
sports car.”

Ultralight aircraft firm waits to take off

MONTAGUE, Mass. (UPI) — Test pilot 
Stephen G. Welper plummetted into the 
trees in the foothills of the Mohawk Trail 
last spring and died, ringing what some 
thought was the death bell for a fledgling 
aircraft firm. 

But six months later, Aerodyne 8: 
Inc, is still in business, and has it 
set on what some say are great po: 
of a business just taxiing before takeoff. 

“We expect to be one of the top three 
companies in the ultralight market in a 
short period of time,” said Aerodyne Presi- 
dent Bernt Petterssen. 

Last year Aerodyne doubled its sales to 
about $1 million in a market of $60 million 
to $70 million. The company hopes a public 
stock offering will help provide capital 
needed to grab a bigger market share. 

Petterssen, 43, sat behind his desk, clut- 
tered with stock pamphlets and engineer- 
ing diagrams, in a converted airplane 
han, at the out-of-the-way Turners Falls 
Airport, 

Outside, engineers were readying a test 
of one of Aerodyne’s ultralights, which look 
like a hang glider with an engine strapped 
to the front and a plastic seat underneath. 

The operator — after buying the $5,590 
aluminum and dacron craft and paying 
$500 for training — can lift the craft off his 























car and assemble it in an open field in less 
than an hour. 

One good yank on a pull cord should start 
the 35-horse power engine before the 
operator slips on a helmet, checks the 
parachute and straps into the open seat. 

Using foot controls and two levers to con- 
trol speed and direction, the ultralight is 
airborne within 500 feet, cruising as high as 
10,000 feet and as fast as 63 mph for up to 
100 miles. 

“You feel like you're floating along the 
field,” Petterssen said. ‘It’s sort of like be- 
ing in a balloon, but with a balloon you 
have no control, With the ultralight you 
have total control.”’ 

Petterssen, a licensed pilot who used to 
fly single engine pla for recreation, left 
a communications firm he started in 
Boston to get into the ultralight business, 

While originally planning to become a 
dealer for a Connecticut company making 
what was then called the “Humbug,” Pet- 
terssen instead bought the company in 1981 
and moved it to the small wes 
Massachusetts town of Montague. 

“Tt was very, very sad,"’ Petterssen said 
of the test pilot crash, “It was very un- 
fortunate. We were all very upset." 

But Petterssen said an investigation 
showed Welper failed to assemble the 
plane correctly and was putting it through 
extreme stress, causing the crash. There

The firm is now in the midst of a 280,000- 
share public stock offering, a move Pet- 
terssen hopes will generate enough money 
for it to increase its market share. 

Last year, the firm sold about 300 
ultralights through its 40 dealers. 

While ultralights are now used primarily 
for recreation, Petterssen said new 
markets are opening up and his company, 
now with about 25 employees, is ready. 

Security firms are considering 
ultralights instead of helicopters for 
patrols and Third World countries could 
use them for crop-dusting small fields, he 
said, 

Petterssen said the Federal Aviation Ad- 
minstration, which has strict limitations on 
the ultralights, is considering allowing two- 
seat models. Aerodyne already has a two- 
seat training model ready for production 

Born literally as hang gliders with 
motors attached, the ultralights are in- 
singly becoming more complex, Pet- 
terssen said. And although buyers don’t 
need a pilot's license to fly one, they're still 
not for everyone, 

“Not everybody is suited to flight,’’ he 
said, “There are some people who tend to 
panic and freeze up at heights, I guess 
you'd say you have to have the right stuff, 
and not everybody's got it."”

parts and service in the automotive in- 
dustry is independent and comes through 


30 different channels of distribution,” 

Aftermarket refers to replacement parts 
usually needed after a vehicle has been on 
the road two years or more. The home 
mechanic, frustrated because the part for 
his imported car is unavailable on the spot, 
may not know it but there is a network 
through which he can buy the needed 
replacement from a jobber 


“It is an incestous business,” said S$! 
John while in Las Vegas attending the Oc- 
tober Automotive Warehouse Distributors 
Association convention, His firm grew out 
of the motoreycle business more than 60 
years ago and expanded into the imported 
auto part business in the 1950s. Beck-

Holiday guide for happy baby 


By Dan Sullivan 


‘Tis the season for families to discover the 
magic, wonder, warmth and joy that only the 
December holidayvs can bring. It’s a time for 
fun and excitement and also a time when parents 
have to be especially attuned to their children’s 
needs. Despite the best of intentions, the holide 
can sometimes be disorienting and confusing to é 
child. To help fully enjoy the wonderful things 
this season has to offer, here are some tips to 
consider. 

A major concern parents have during the holi- 

season is selecting toys for their children 
that are safe. This is especially true for first- 
time parents who may be less familiar with ap- 
propriate toys and how to judge a toy’s safety 
features 

According to Dr. Paula Abrams-Smith, staff 
child psychologist for Fisher-Price Toys, 
evaluating toys for possible safety hazards is 
something every parent should do. ‘‘It’s not com- 
plicated once you know what to look for," she 


Abrams-Smith advises parents to watch for 
thin walls, small parts, long pull cords, sharp 
points, flimsy construction, pinch points and un- 
protected edges. ‘‘Of course, all types of projec- 
tiles, such as darts and rubber bands, should be 
completely avoided - especially for infants. Try 
to anticipate how any toy you are considering for 
your child can be misused,”’ she says. 

If this is your baby’s first Christmas, Abrams- 
Smith suggests a few basic toys that almost all 
infants find interesting and stimulating. Hug- 
gable, cuddly soft toys help provide a secure, 
comfortable feeling (no matter what your baby’s 
sex) and can be used in almost any play environ- 
ment. Musical mobiles are ideal for encouraging 
young infants to listen as well as track move- 
ment and color. In bright, eye-catching colors, 
rattles and teethers are for mouthing, holding, 
shaking and watching. Make bath time exciting 
with floating water toys. Babies love to experi- 
ment with pouring and splashing. The use of pup- 
pets can help initiate play with other members of 
the family. Toys with suction-cup bottoms can be 
played with but stay in place when attached to 
high chairs, and simple shape sorters begin to 
teach discrimination skills at an early age. 

Toys that can be played with immediately 
after unwrapping usually go over best with small 
children, according to Abrams-Smith. Consi 
quently, seasonal gifts such as pool toys 2 
appropriate for the Christmas season. Keep in 
mind that giving a child a toy, then taking it 
away moments later will only serve to frustrate 
and confuse him or her. 

While choosing safe toys is a No. 1 priority for 
baby, there are other facets of your baby’s com- 
fort to be considered during the holidays. All the 
excitement and happoy bustle is what makes the

clusive leg-tuck that eliminates the need for sew- 
ing or trussing, so this final step takes only a few 
minutes, To save even more time, you can mix 
together the dry ingredients for the stuffing the 
night before. And remember, stuffing expands 
while it cooks inside the turkey, so stuff lightly! . 

Q. Which roasting method is best? 

A. The Butterball turkey home economists 
recommend that for best results, roast turkey in 
an open shallow pan about 2.5 inches deep on a 
rack ina conventional oven set at 325 F. Once the 
turkey is golden brown, place a loose ‘‘tent’’ of 
foil over the breast to prevent over-browning. 

Do not seal the turkey in foil. A covered roaster 
may cook the turkey faster but the meat will

NEWTON — A proposal to fund a 
feasibility study on the use of the 
former Warren Junior High School 
building as a new main library is 
now before Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann. 

The Board of Alderman voted 
Monday night to forward the study 
proposal, estimated to cost almost 
$30,000, to the mayor after a motion 
to send the item back to the alder- 
manic Finance Committee failed 

The FinCom voted unanimously 
last week to recommend the ap- 
propriation of funds necessary to 
complete the study 

Ward 6 Alderman-at-Large 
Rodney Barker initiated the motion 
to hold the item after he raised 
questions as to whether city 
finances would permit the spending 
of $30,000 for a study he considered 
to be ‘‘a futile gesture, 

Barker was referring to the re 
cent failure of a ballot referendum 
that would have overridden Prop. 
2%2 in order to finance the construc- 
tion of a new main library branch. 
Various alderman have expressed 
concern over where funding for a 
new library would originate. 

“Is this the appropriate time to 
take up the issue?’ Barker asked. 
“T, for one, think that the yor 


will not spend $30,000 at this mo- 
ment.” 

He also made reference to a re- 
cent New York Times article on 
how sophisticated computer net- 
works could provide a sharing of 
library materials in a time of infla- 
tion and fiscal restraint 

Acting on the basis of information 
included in the article, Barker 
questioned whether there was even 
a need for a large, modern library 
branch. 

According to the NY Times piece, 
librarians have shifted their atten- 
tion from compiling and maintain- 
ing self-contained collections to 
“building lines of interdependence 
with other libraries” through the 
use of modern technology. 

Opposition to holding the pro- 
posal was voiced by Ward 4 
Alderman-at-Large Richard 
McGrath who said the community 
believes there should be a new 
library but added “the style and 
technique of trying to build it has 
failed.” 


“The citizens want specifics,” 
McGrath said. “Open checkbooks 
are forbidden. Give them numbers 
(on cost and site) and you will get 
their support.”

Gearing up for house cleaning

NEWTON — Like vacationers closing up their sum- 
mer cottages for the winter, aldermanic committee 
chairmen will be using the next several weeks to 
eliminate items from their dockets as this term of the 
Board of Aldermen draws to a close 

At the same time, newly elected aldermen, incum- 
bent aldermen and President Emeritus of the Board 
Wendell R. Bauckman, are gearing up for a Dec. 8 
caucus that will fill vacant committee seats, decide 
rules of procedure for next year’s board and chose new 
committee chairmenships. 

The chairmen of the aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transporation Committee, Legislation and Rules 
Committee, Land Use Committee, Public Facilities 
Committee and Finance Committee all are planning to 
remove as many proposals as possible from their 
dockets (a schedule of items referred to each commit- 
tee) before the final 1983 meeting of the full board on 
Dec. 19. 

According to board President Matthew Jefferson, 
committees can accomplish this by either making 
recommendations on the proposals and putting them 
before the board for a vote, voting no action necessary 
on a proposal, which essentially kills an item, or refer- 
ing a proposal which may be controversial or time- 
consuming to the 1984 Board. 

While many controversial proposals are still 
awaiting public hearings, committee votes and final 
board votes, the actions aldermen will take at a Dec. 8 
caucus may yield the most debate of any issue con- 
sidered during this term.

Many election-watchers believe 
DePasquale’s slim loss to Regan in 
a four-way Ward 6 at-large race 
between the very popular incum- 
bent Rodney Barker and the other 
challenger, John C. Amicangioli, 
was merely a mathematical reality 
- the result of too few votes being 
split too many ways. 

Despite the mathemtatics involv- 
ed, the mayor’s endorsement of 
Regan, along with subsequent cam- 
paign help, certainly did not help 
DePasquale's chances. 

DePasquale, known for his 
knowledge of parlimentary pro- 
cedure and for his work as chair- 
man of the aldermanic Public Safe- 
ty and Transportation Committee, 
at first took his loss quietly, but 
soon after made it known what he 
thought of the man who beat him, 

“It's unfortunate that the people 
have elected a clone of Ted Mann,” 
he said of Regan. ‘‘He’s content- 
free and waiting for Ted Mann to 
tell him what to do.”” 

Privately, many incumbent 
aldermen see the loss of DePas- 
quale as a tremendous blow to the 
board's integrity and effectiveness, 
and, in no uncertain terms, support 
his characterization of Regan, 

Regan, however, does not seem 
phased by DePasquale’s charges, 
chalking them up to the knee-jerk 
reactions of a poor loser. 

“When you lose, you should lose 
graciously,’ Regan said of the 
claims he is a Mann “‘clone,”’ ad- 
ding that he preferred not to get in- 
to name-calling. 

‘I don’t know how anybody can 
judge anybody without any proof," 
he said, pointing out that such 
charges were unfair since he had 
not even begun his work on the 
Board of Aldermen yet. 

Saying he “ran a very, very hard 
campaign” at every polling place 
in the city, Regan believes his vic- 
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tory was more a result of DePas- 
quale’s lack of campaign effort

Test scores over average

NEWTON — Local students’ stan- 
dardized test scores for the 1982-83 
school yea acked up well against 
those of students nationally, ac- 
cording to a School Department 
report released recently. 








Newton high school seniors 
averaged scores 47 points above 
students nationally on the 
mathematics section of the 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests (SAT) 
and 37 points higher than the na- 
tional average on the verbal portion 
of the SAT test. 

On the state-mandated Basic 
Skills Ss, 92 percent of Newton 
students made scores that exceed- 
ed the cutoff scores set by a city 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee in 
reading, writing and mathematics. 

The averages of Newton 








students’ reading and 
mathematical ski determined 
by the Sequential ts of Educa- 
tional Progress ( HP), in all 
cases exceeded that of a com- 
parison group. At the secondary 
level and, in many cas at the 
elementary level, those scores 
were also greater than that of a na- 
tional subgroup representing ‘‘high 
socio-economic’’ communities. 

“Newton students achieved at 
outstanding levels, no matter what 
standard was applied,"’ noted the 
report, compiled by Vincent 
Silluzio, assistant superintendent 
for operations and planning for 
Newton Public Schools 

The results may reassure local 
school observers that despite finan- 
cial and enrollment difficulties, 
Newton is still providing its 
students with an education that ex- 
ceeds the quality of many com- 
munities’. 























s also indicate the schools 
dle to correct some problems 
once they are discovered 
Secondary students who fail one 
or more of the Basic Skills tests 
receive special instruction and are 
retested at the end of the year. 
Ninety-eight percent of the 
students who failed one or more of 
the tests in 1980-81, have now pas 
ed the exams; and of those who fail- 
ed the 1981-82 exams, 96 percent 
have since passed the reading test 
and 97 percent have passed the 
mathematics and writing tests. 








Newton students were almost 
four times more likely than 
students nationally to take one of 
the 12 optional College Entrance 
Examination Board (CEEB) 
Achievement Tests in specific sub- 
jects. Those high school juniors and 
seniors also outscored students na- 
tionally on half of the tests.

SCA officials respond to charge of trash contract violations

NEWTON — Public Works Com- 
missioner John Sulik said Tuesday 
representatives of the private com- 
pany that collects curbside rubbish 
“fully intend”’ to abide by their con- 
tract with the city. 

According to Sulik, who met with 
officials of Service Container 
Associates (SCA) late Tuesday, the 
meeting went ‘“‘quite well.” 

He said the officials took charges 
of contract violations made late 
last week ‘‘under advisement,” but 
he could not be more specific about 
SCA’s response to the allegations 
because the company is currently 
negotiating a contract between its 


13 Newton employees and 
Teamster officials. 
Sulik said he expects those 


negotiations to be concluded ‘‘very 
shortly.” 

A written response by the com- 
pany to the charges raised against 


SCA is expected ‘within a week,” 
he said, adding the officials intend- 
ed ‘‘to fully abide by all terms and 
provisions of the contract.” 

The controversy surrounding 
SCA’s operation here came a week 
ago during an aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee meeting 
when four former employees of the 
company charged they were paid $4 
to¢5 below the $11.85 hourly salary 
as required by state guidelines and 
SCA’s contract with the city. 

The four men, all of Newton, who 
had either quit or been fired by 
SCA, also alleged employee abuse 
by SCA, including unfair 
withholding of pay, random firings 
and mismanagement. 

One company official, however, 
said he had no knowledge of any 
such violations and a Teamster of- 
ficial, currently negotiating the 
contract with the SCA Newton 
employees and SCA management, 
questioned the motives behind the 


charges. 

James Gaines, of SCA's Somer- 
ville office and one of the officials 
who met with Sulik, had no com- 
ment on the specific charges 
brought by the men but would say 
the company has never been cited 
for any such violations and that to 
his knowledge there were none. 

Vincent Miller, president of 
Teamster Local 0379, said his union 
represents many employees in 
other SCA operations and called the 


. company ‘‘very good and very fair 


in terms of their labor policies.” 

While the state divison of labor 
and industries confirmed the $11.85 
hourly rate as required by their 
standards, it could not be determin- 
ed whether SCA was required to 
pay that rate to men hired ona trial 
or probationary basis. 

After the testimony of the four 
former SCA employees, committee 
chairman Richard J. McGrath in- 
structed Public Works Commis- 





sioner John Sulik to investigate any 
abuses of employees by SCA and to 
enforce the contract ‘‘to the letter.”” 

“If they’re (SCA) doing this,” he 
told Sulik, ‘‘I hope you and the other 
members of the Executive Depart- 
ment do not try and find excuses for 
them.” 

McGrath has invited the four 
men, company officials, city public 
works officials and members of the 
law department to appear before 
the committee in December. 

Committee member Elaine Gen- 
tile said the worst fears many 
aldermen had about the company 
earlier in the year ‘tare coming 
back to haunt us.”’ 

During the public hearing pro- 
cess that led up to SCA’s contract, 
which signed earlier th 
tile said she and othe 
questioned company offi 
their ability to pay workers twice 
the wages offered by the city and 
still make a profit. 







“‘Now, we know how they’re mak- 
ing a _ profit,’’ Gentile said. 
“They’re making these kids run 
their ankles off for an unfair 
wage. 


SCA officials told the aldermen 
during the hearing process they 
would establish an office in the city 
and hire personnel to monitor the 
company's contract provisions with 
the city, she said. 


A West Newton man, 24-year-old 
John Medaglia, who worked for 
SCA from July 19 to the end of Oc- 
tober, told the Public Facilities 
Committee he was fired two weeks 


ago because company officials said 
he ‘‘was slowing them down.” 


Medaglia, who said he was 
recovering from a broken foot at 
the time of his termination, said 
SCA expects its mostly youthful 
employees to ‘‘take $6 to $7 an hour 
to run behind the garbage trucks 
and load at least 3 tons of rubbish 
an hour. That means at least 100 
pounds a minute.” 


All four men said they were forc- 
ed to sign papers releasing the com- 
pany from any responsibility to pay 
backwages and other benefits 


before they could receive their last 
paycheck.

Sad necessity 
of fingerprinting 


Fingerprinting children; it seems so 
morbid 

First of all, it carries overtones of a 
police state, even if the printing is strictly 
voluntary and parents keep the records. 
Who is to say those records are secure 
against some future search warrant or 
subpoena? 

Second, and more importantly, finger- 
printing tells children they are living in a 
danger zone. It pierces the innocence of 
childhood with nightmarish realities, plan- 
ting paranoia in fertile imaginations. 

Children can learn distrust even before 
they grasp the golden rule. 

As a deterrent to the killers, kidnappers 
and molestors of children, fingerprinting 
programs are a_ limited tool. Such 
monsters are either too calculating or too 
demented to let such obstacles bother 
them. 

Often, the fingerprints serve only to con- 
firm the identity of a tiny corpse. 

Still, despite all the drawbacks, finger- 
printing has become an_ unfortunate 
necessity. 

Parents obviously are concerned. By 
now, almost every city and town in the 
western suburbs has conducted some sort 
of identification program. 

Thousands of children were finger- 
printed in Newton several weeks ago. The 
first session, in the basement of City Hall, 
saw lines of parents and kids stretched out 
to the street. With a boost from the Boston 
media, the fingerprinting project brought 
in families from all over the Greater 
Boston area. 

Parental concern was further evidenced 
by a fingerprinting program at the Water- 
town Mall last weekend. More than 900 
youngsters, ranging in age from 8 weeks to 
15 years, had their digits recorded in ink. 
Moms and dads were given the only 
copies. Many parents at that free printing 
session echoed the sentiments of one resi- 
dent who said “‘It’s too bad this type of 
thing had to be done...but I’m grateful for 
the opportunity.” 

Waltham was one of the first Bay State 
communities to react to the startling 
statistics of lost and abducted children na- 
tionwide. Civic leader Wayne Brasco 
spearheaded the drive for a fingerprinting 
program and the response was as over- 
whelming as it was recently in Watertown 
and earlier in Newton. 

For children do live in a danger zone, as 
the kidnapping and death of 5-year-old 
Kenneth Claudio in Roslindale 
demonstrated last month. And the danger 
almost always lurks behind a friendly 
smile, or even in the breast of a playmate, 
as is alleged in the Claudio case. 

The child’s best defense is wariness. 

Psychological burden though that may 
be, it is something children must learn 
right along with their ABCs in order to 
cope with the world around them.

No one would accuse U.S. House 
Speaker Tip O'Neill of being a weak 
leader and yet Speaker O'Neill 
neither controls the appointment of 
committee chairmen nor salaries. He 
has nothing to say about office space, 
size of staff, or creature comforts 
generally. Speaker O'Neill leads the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
through skill, experience, grace, and 
a Sensitivity to new and old members 
alike, Why can’t we expect the same 
leadership here? 

Under the present system in the 
State Legislature where whomever 
assumes the leadership position in 
omnipotent, personal characteristics 
are irrelevant. Regardless of the 
degree of charm or intellect a leader 
has. Leaders will assume all the 
power available. As Speaker McGee 
has demonstated, today, that power 
is absolute. 

That power can be altered. First 
and foremost, present members of 
the Legislature should once again at- 


tempt to enact comprehensive rules 
for day-to-day operation as well as 
more democratic selection of 
leaders, If this internal move fails, as 
it has often in the past, new can- 
didates must run for the House and 
Senate committed to the novel idea of 
bringing democracy to Beacon Hill. 
This must become an election year 
issue. 

Finally, the initiative petition on 
legislative reform is presently in the 
Streets being signed by citizens 
throughout the Commonwealth eager 
for a fairer hearing at the State 






House. Demoncrats and 
Republicans, liberals and conser-

university-wide standards with 


respect to academics and athletics 

The controversy over the school's 
academic policy with regard to 
athletes began in the student paper, 
The Heights, on Nov. 7 when Malec 
charged in an editorial that BC ad- 
ministrators and Monan were sell- 
ing the school’s academic ‘‘soul” 
for the money that arrives with na- 
tional athletic prominence. 

A 15-year veteran of BC 
academics and current sociology 
depoartment chairman, Malec has 
been persistently critical of what he 
considers violations of standards 
both in admitting athletes and in 
enforcing acd&demic discipline 
while they are students. 

In the published letter, Malec 
said BC has ‘‘differential admis- 
sions standards, inadequate super- 
vision of, and assistance for, 
academically weak athletes, inade- 
quate discipline of known academic 
abuses, the ease of maintaing of- 
ficially good academic standing by 
enrollment in the Evening Collgee, 
and tolerance of gut course by 
faculty (and administration),”’

His editorial concluded, ‘If 
academic integrity is the ‘soul’ of 
the university, then the following 
question is extremely important for 
Boston College: ‘At what price is 
the university willing to sell its 
soul?” 

Soon after the editorial appeared 
in the student paper, Monan of- 
ficially reprimanded Malec for his 
comments, the first such action in 
the school's history 

Late Thursday night, Malec, who 
plays basketball on his BC lunch 
break three days a week, discussed 
the reprimand's withdrawal, the 
motives behind his charges and 
where the issue of ‘‘big money” col- 
lege sports will go from here. 

The alderman said he felt ‘‘very 
good” about Monan’s latest action, 
“partly because I don’t like to have 
such a letter (of reprimand) sitting 
in my files and partly because the 
withdrawal allows us to return toa 
discussion of university academics 
and athleties.”’ 

My article in The Heights was 
intended to be a critique of institu- 
tional policy not an attack on any 
individual,’’ Malec said, adding he 
did not write it to try and “put the 
screws to any kids.”’ 

Malec, who is a_ long-standing 
season ticketholder to all BC foot- 
ball and basketball games, said 
Monan ‘obviously has the good of 
the university at heart, as do I, we 
just differ on how it can be acheived 
and where the emphasis should be

He believes the reprimand con 
troversy merely ‘‘sidetracked”’ the

“T honestly believe BC runs a bet- 
ter athletic and academic program 
than a majority of other schools, 
but that doesn’t mean we can’t do 
better. After all, we teach students 
they should be out to aspire to ex- 
cellence in all phases of life to the 
best of their ability,"’ Malec said. 

The Ward 5 alderman, who he 
coached youths in many sports, 
said he has no overwhelming urge 
to disqualify any BC player, but is 
directing his criticism toward ‘‘the 
adults’ who seek to place college 
athletics over academic criteria. 

Malec hailed Monan’s move to 
create a committee with faculty 
membership to set university-wide 
standards that would allow 
academics to be the criteria for 
athletics as ‘‘a big step in the right 
direction.” 

Monan's directive would staff the 
committee with BC’s academic 
vice president, the vice president 
for students affairs, the 
undergraduate school deans and 
four faculty members. 

As to whether he would like to be 
on the committee, Malec said, ‘‘It 
would be better if I weren't,” ad- 
ding a “less outspoken" faculty 
member might be better suited for 
the job.

None of the participants was near 
suicide, none became hysterical 
and none was severely depressed; 
but each was affected enough to 
spend an evening sharing thoughts 
with strangers. 

Gathered in groups of seven or 
eight, each with two leaders, the 
people at the First Baptist Church 
first answered the questions: 
“What do you love most about your 
life?’’ and ‘‘Why are you here?” 

“T didn’t know what I love most 
until I was just asked,” said one 
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woman. “I love my daughter ... and 
that’s why I'm here.” 

“What do you think of when you 
think of nuclear destruction?” 

“What would you regret the most 
if there were a nuclear holocaust?” 

“What obstacles are you likely to 
let get in your way of fulfilling your 
goal to mend the world?” 

The questions were direct and 
unavoidable. No response meant 
silence. An answer meant facing 
things that are often easier not to 
think about.

NEWTON There’s a problem with every 
ird in the city and it’s going to take a newly 
reated aldermanic committee until the summer 
f 1985 to find a solution 
The problem is the redrawing of ward and 
recinct lines, a task which must be accomplish 
here by June 15, 1985 
In the past, municpial wards and precincts 
re determined by the number of registered 
ters, but under a 1975 law requiring “‘one per- 
v/one vote” standards, wards and precincts 
ill be determined by the number of residents 
vithin them - a change that presents a problem 
for recently formed aldermanic Ward Line 
tedistricting Committee, 
According to Election Commission Secretary 
Alan Licarie, who will be working with the new 
committee, 15 of the city’s 32 precincts and at 
jeast one precinct from each ward will somehow 
eed to be rearranged to meet with state ap- 
proval 
One precinct each in Wards 1, 3, and 5 are cur- 
rently in need of redistricting and two precincts 
ach in Ward id 8 do not meet state 
recinct standards, he said 
Ward 7, which legally serves as the home for 
esidents and about 2,200 Boston College 
tudents, is totally ‘‘out of wack,” according to 
icarie 
The eight-member redistricting committee, 
haired by Alderman Michael Malee, will not be 
ilone in their task because by Jan. 1, 1985, all 
other Massachusetts city and towns must per- 
form their municipal censuses on which the 
districting will be based 
Licarie explained the procedure for redistric- 
ting Thurdsay, 
The city’s total population, currently 84,4

»ple by 1983 city census figures, must be divid- 








ed by eight, the number of wards. 

Using round figures, Licarie said this will 
come to approximately 10,500, which is the 
average number of people the state will allow in 
sach ward, 

State standards will allow a ward population 15 
percent above or below that figure, bringing city 
ward limits to at least 8,925 or, at the most, 12,750 
people. 

Ward 7, however, currently has 12,897 
esidents, a figure well above the maximum 








limit, which Licarie said is due to the thousands 
of BC students technically residing there 

Because of this ‘“‘overpopulated”’ ward, the 
committee will have to redraw precinct lines 
from scratch, he said 

Precinct 1 of Ward 1 presents a different pro- 
blem 

With a population of 9,649 people, the precinct 
average comes to 2,412 people, with the max- 
imum population limit set at 2,773 and the 
minimum at 2,051 people 

Ward 1's Precinct 1, however, has a population 
of 3,010 people - a problem the committee will 
have to solve by somehow redrawing the 
precinct lines so as to lower the population 

The redistricting procedure will have an affect 
on voters and candidates as well. 

According to committee chairman Malec, 
many residents may be moved from one ward or 
one precinct to another, a shift which may affect 
where and for whom they cast their vote. 

Candidates for municipal offices and state 
representative seats from Newton will also be af- 
fected by the line changes, with some alder- 
manic positions being eliminated completed and 
even incumbent candidates finding themselves 
campaigning for the support of different 
neighborhoods. 

“Our job is to try and minimize the confusion 
and keep the transition as smooth and orderly as 
possible,” Malec said. 

“Right now, the committee is set up and we're 
becoming acquainted with the nature of the pro- 
blem. We'll use the 1984 census figures for a dry 
run of line drawing and then actually redraw the 
lines in 1985,”’ he added. 

Licarie said the help of the committee, 
especially in 1984, will be sorely needed to com- 
plete the redistricting task to the state’s satisfac- 
tion because it is during that year that he and the 
election commission will be busy with presiden- 
tial election and primaries, as well as census- 
taking. 

The final new map of the redistricted city will 
be sent to the secretary of state who will pass it 
on to a regional election review committee to see 
if it meets state guidelines. 

If all goes well, Licarie said, the new ward and 
precinct lines will go into effect on December 31, 
1985 and will change the voting procedures of the 
citizens for the first time during the city election 
of 1987. 






























Home repairs discouraged?

NEWTON — A Nonantum resident told an 
aldermanic committee that if property values 
reflect cosmetic home improvements, 
homeowners may be discouraged from 
upgrading the the condition and appearance of 
their property. 

Alice Webber took the concern the aldermanic 
Revaluation Committee because, she said, the 
current revaluation situation has people ‘afraid 
to improve or even repair their properties’ for 
fear of higher property assessments and, thus, 
higher taxes. 

Ward 5 Alderman-at-large Paul Coletti, chair- 
man of the Revaluation Committee, expressed 
concern last week that small improvements in 
Garden City homes — such as repainting, land- 
scaping or reroofing — might be leading to a 
much higher increase in property values than for 
those houses that don’t undertake normal 
maintenance procedures. 

According to Coletti, an agreement between 
his committee and the Assessing Department 
established that any improvement considered to 
be normal maintenance would not affect assign- 
ed property values. He added that any increase 
in property value as a result of small home im- 
provements would be deferred as long as the 
resident remained the current owner of the pro- 
perty. 











The deferred value increase would be reflected 
instead upon the sale and new assessment of any 
property. 

Coletti said this agreement did not cover any 
substantial improvement, such as major 
rebuilding or renovation. 

But Robert Palmer, chairman of the Board of 
Assessors, said a series or cluster of home im- 
provements may add up to a higher value assess- 
ment that would be determined on a case-by- 
case basis. 

Palmer did say, however, that single im- 
provements may not change an assigned proper- 
ty value. 

A letter sent by Webber to the committee 
stated the practice is discouraging property im- 
provement and beautification. 

Palmer said the matter is a difficult one 
because there is no accepted standard for deter- 
mining home improvement and any decision 
regarding it would by necessity be subjective. 





Webber said that if the situation is reversed 
“not only would the neighborhoods be improved 
but the values of city properties would be, even- 
tually, increased and in the future, when the pro- 
perties (are) sold, the City would increase its tax 
revenues.” 


Revaluation Committee members decided to 
hold the subject for discussion until their next 
regularly scheduled meeting.

Whoever came up with the 
cliche, ‘‘the best thing to come 
along since sliced bread,’ ob- 
viously never experienced the 
dusty joy of baking bread from 
scratch. 

It’s undoubtedly easier to buy 
bread all nicely sliced and ready 
to pop into the toaster but no-one 
ever said easier was better 
There is positively nothing on 
this bountiful earth like the 
aroma of loaves of bread baking 
in the oven, And incredibly, the 
taste surpasses the delectable 
smell. 

Most people shy away from 
baking bread because the pro- 
ces: so time consuming. I'm 























certainly not suggesting that 
everyone should give up their 
trusty Wonder...but once in 


while, home baked bread is a 
treat more than worth the effort 


Set aside a rainy Saturday and 
make sure you have about six 
hours to complete the process. 
You don’t e to hover while 
the bread rises but depending on 
the recipe it must rise several 
times and then cook for about an 
hour. 








Another reason people are 
dissuaded from baking bread is 
the yeast factor. For some 





reason, anything to do with yeast 
frightens many polished cooks. 
Yeast is a mystery to many but 
that probably comes from the 
day when only fresh yeast was 


available. Dry yeast is practical- 
ly the only kind to be found today 
and the product is practically in- 
fallible 

One trick to using yeast is add 
a dash of sugar to make sure 
that it bubbles. It should take 
about 8 minutes for the yeast to 
be bubbly but that depends on 
your kitchen’s warmth. 

The best bet is to allow the 
yeast to rise on top of the 
refrigerator. It'll be warmed 
from the appliance’s motor. Let 
the dough rise there as well. 
cover the dough with a 
linen ones work best. 
ctice originated when 
there wasn’t central heating but 
it's still utilized to keep the 
dough warm and to protect the 
surface of the food. Kneading is 
the skill required to master 
bread-making, It’s an art that 
comes correctly with time and 
practice. Knead by pushing the 
dough forward and folding in 
half on top of itself. Repeat this 
step until the dough is smooth 
and elastic. Don't beat the dough 
to death but coax it along. 
Always sprinkle dough with 
enough flour to keep it from 
sticking to hands or work sur- 
face. 

Most bread recipes will say to 
punch down the dough after ris- 
ing and before kneading. Literal- 
ly punch down the volumnious 
mass of dough with your fists. 
Then proceed to the kneading 
process 

Always 















follow directions con- 


cerning the time and number of 
dough risings. Bach time the 
dough rises, the gases become 
more evenly distributed. Many 
recipes will say let dough rise 
until double it’s original size. If 
you're unsure, press dough with 
you're finger, If it leaves a slight 
indentation then the dough is 
ready 


All the equipment that’s need- 
ed is loaf pans and a large work 
surface, either a counter or 
table. Bread isn't expensive to 
make as flour is the main ingre- 
dient but a large amount of flour 
is required, 


In itself, flour is one of the joys 
of breadmaking in 1983 because 
such a tremendous variety of 
grains is readily available in the 
market. When using white flour, 
definitely use King Arthur. It’s 
simply the best. Some of my 
fondest memories of my grand- 
mother surround King Arthur 
flour as she had a specially built 
pull-out drawer that contained 
her 50-Ib sack. 


Bread can be frozen for three 
to four months if it is properly 
wrapped. Use aluminum foil, 
freezer paper of plastic bags. 
The loaves should be tightly 
wrapped and free of air. 


For the holidays or just for 
something to do on a blustery 
day try one of the following 
resipes.

as your nostrils will be pleasant- 
ly surprised 


Grammy's Bread 


1qt. milk 
6 tsp. sugar 
2 tsp. salt 
4 heaping tsp. lard

Heat the milk; add sugar, salt 
and lard and cook to lukewarm. 
Dissolve the yeast in the 
lukewarm water, and add to 
milk mixture. Mix in the flour 
Knead for 5 to 10 minutes. Let 
rise for two hours until size is 
doubled. Punch down and knead 
for five minutes. Let rise again 
for two hours. Shape into three 
loaves, let rise two hours. Bake 
at 425 for 20 minutes and then at 
375 for 25 minutes.

Start adding flour 
until the dough reaches the pro- 
per consistency - easy to handle 
and slightly moist but not sticky 
Knead the dough for several 
minutes, adding more flour if 
necessary and return the dough 
to mixing bowl. Cover with a 
damp towel, and set the bowl ina 
warm place. When the dough has 
doubled in size, punch it down 
and divide into three parts, Add 
the desired flavorings, and form 
into loaves. Put the loaves into 
three 9 x 5 x 3 inch pans, and let 
them rise again for about 2 hours 
- longer if a lighter bread is 
desired. Brush the tops of the 
loaves with melted margarine 
and if desired sprinkle with cin- 
namon or nutmeg. Preheat the 
oven to 350 degrees. Put in the 
loaves and reduce the heat to 325 
degrees. Bake 35 to 40 minutes, 
or until the loaves have a hollow 
sound when tapped. Remove the 
loaves from the pans and place 
them on a rack to cool. Makes 
three loaves. 























Whole Wheat Bread 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
1/4 cup warm water 
11/2 cup hot water 
1/3 cup brown sugar 
2 tsp. salt 
3 tbsp. shortening 
2 cups whole wheat flour,

tion. 

With laser therapy, patients will 
visit the outpatient department and 
have the procedure performed 
under local anesthesia in far less 
time, twenty to forty minutes, 
depending upon the specific pro- 
cedure. There is virtually no 
discomfort. 

Furthermore, complications that 
result from surgical entry of the

eye are almost totally absent. 

The patient who received laser 
therapy can go home minutes after 
treatment having saved time and 
expense while still having an ex- 
cellent chance for success. 

Dr. Kaufman predicts that most 
of the eye patients that will be seen 
at NWH’s new laser unit will be suf- 
fering from glaucoma. 

Current standards 
care require that physicians try 
less drastic measures first.

The students main- 
tain that acidic 
precipitation in the 
state kills fish and 
other forms of life in 
local lakes and 
streams, raises the 
level of toxic deposits 
in drinking water and 
degrades soil quality. 


They also say that 
acid rain damages 
area monuments and 
buildings by eroding 
the quality of brick and 
mortar. 


The state Depart- 
ment of Environmental 
Quality Engineering 

DEQE) keeps tabs on 
the pH value of rainfall 
by examining the 
precipitation at three 
collecting sites. Those 
sites are located in 
Waltham, Truro and at 
the Quabbin Reservoir. 


According to DEQE 
specialist Alan Van 
Arfdale, a normal pH 
value for rainfall is bet- 
ween 5.2 and 5.6. The 
average pH value for 
rainfall over the past 
year at the three sites 
is between 4.2 and 4.3, 
more than slightly 
acidic, Van Arfdale 
said,

From typist to college vice president

Story will put a smile on 
many women’s faces 

After 25 years of cooking 
meals, wiping runny noses and 
working on school PTAs, she 
took a typing job at a college and 
later became one of the school’s 
vice presidents. 

Clift, 67, is now Pine Manor 
College’s Vice President of 
Special Projects and was 
formerly the Vice President of 
Admissions. Her climb up the 
executive ladder began at age 
46. The Weston resident had not 
worked for 25 years when she 
took a clerical job at Pine Manor 
College. At the time, her ambi- 
tions were modest. 

“T thought it would be fun to 
work in a college admission’s of- 
fice,” she says. ‘‘I never, never 
thought I'd be a vice president.”” 

As one of the school’s top ad- 
ministrators, Clift travels 
around the world as a represen- 
tative for the Chestnut Hill 
women’s college 

Clift credits her career suc- 
cess to the maturity she brought 
to her job and organizational ex- 
perience she gained from years 
of volunteers work. 

Following high school and 
business school, Clift worked for 
three years as a typist for a law 
firm. She then married and 














while raising three children, 
Clift worked actively for the 
League of Women Voters and 
Parent-Teacher Organizations. 

“I worked hard with a lot of 
organizations and dealt with 
many people. Running a rum- 
mage sale was one of the most 
difficult things I've ever done in 
my life,” says Clift. ‘People 
with a lot of life experiences 
have so much to offer the 
business world,”’ 

Clift will share her thoughts 
and experiences with other 
women on Tues y. 29 dur- 
ing Pine Manor 
Step,’’ an all-day 
women returning to the 
force, 

Clift favors women changing 
job goals or returning to the 
work force in their middle years. 

“They have 25 years left to 
work. You have plenty of time to 
move up in an organization,” she 
says. 

The wife of an insurance com- 
pany executive, mother of three 
children and a grandmother of 
three, Clift admits her family 
was apprehensive about her 
return to the workforce 25 years 
ago. 

“(Her husband) wouldn’t 
speak to me for days," Clift 
“But six months later he 
was neared on Pine Manor. He 
came to love the college as much 
as I did.”

When Clift told her 16 year old 
son that she was taking a paying 
job, he exclaimed, ‘‘What could 
you do that anyone would pay 
you for?” 

Ciift says her son wasn't being 
nasty but was unaware of his 
mother’s skills and talents 

Clift’s start at Pine Manor 
began one day when she was 
scanning newspaper help 
wanted ads, looking for job op- 
portunities for her eldest 
daughter, who had just finished 
college. She spotted an ad for a 
typist at Pine Manor, applied for 
the position and was offered the 
job. 

Clift credits part of her suc- 
cess to her first boss, the col- 
lege’s then admissions director, 
who she described as a young 
man respectful of her views on 
the admissions process. 

Clift says she carefully weighs 
all aspects of a student’s admis- 
sion application, including 
grades, test scores, activities, 
work and recommendations. She 
says she is also sensitive toward 
nervous high school seniors who 
are being interviewed as part of 
the admissions process. 

“Tf a teacher recommendation

Leaf recycling plan proposed

NEWTON — When residents rake 
their yards and bundle neat piles of 
fallen leaves for disposal, their tax 
dollars go toward paying for the 
pick-up and removal of the debris 
that litters their lawns. 

What they fail to consider is that 
they might be paying to dispose of a 
possibly valuable resource. 

At least one ward alderman 
believes fallen leaves and grass 
clippings could be used to create 
high-quality loam and mulch 
Saving money for disposal and 
possibly creating a new source of 
revenue for the town 


Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large 
Richard McGrath wants to 
eliminate the cost of picking-up and 
disposing of leaves by forming a ci- 
ty composting program, an idea he 
says would create valuable fill that 
could be sold or given to taxpayers 
for a variety of needs 

Public Works Commissioner 
John Sulik showed some interest in 
the program at a recent alder- 
manic Public Facilities Committee 





meeting but indicated that a pilot 
composting program ‘“‘is not a high 
priority right now.” 

Recycled leaves can be used to 
beautify public properties and 
ardens and, if the compost is 
ated correctly, could also be 
transformed into high-quality soil 
to be sold at a profit, McGrath said 
According to McGrath, the city 
pays almost $23 a ton to deliver 
refuse to local dumping grounds. 
An average daily haul, McGrath 
said, is 140 tons but he added that 
figure jumps to 300 tons a day dur 
ing the fall season 

Most of that increase in tonnage 
can be attributed to collected 
moisture within fallen and raked 
paves put out for pick-up, McGrath 
said. 

‘The leaves 
holding water, 











are sponges that are 
so what the city is 
doing is paying to haul water,’ 
McGrath said 

McGrath would rather see those 
leaves dropped off at a designated 
composting site for treatment into 
high-quality mulch, provided that 
certain precautions are taken 
regarding the proper management

health standards,’ he said. ‘This 
thing would have to be operated 
right.” 

McGrath said such a site would 
have a tendency to attract rodents 
and cockroaches. The site would

‘But it can be run right and it 
depends on our ability to manage 
it,” he said 

McGrath said the subject has 
come up for discussion among the 
Board of Aldermen for the past 
several years but ‘‘no one is active- 
ly reviewing the program and the 
Mayor's office won't pursue it.”

Delgardo loses bid 
for committee seat 


NEWTON — Ten months of effort ended in disappointment last Tues- 
day for Joseph Delgardo. 

Delgardo, who is coordinator and director of the Newton MET®O pro- 
gram, lost a bid for the Boston School Committee District 4 seat by 2,000 
votes. : 

“It was a good experience; I learned a lot,’’ Delgardo said in an inter- 
view after the election. “But I would have felt better if I had won.” 

Delgardo spent much of his free time throughout the year and every 
weekend and evening the past two months campaigning. His month’s 
vacation time this summer was devoted to the same end. 

He said decided to run because he felt he was the best person for the job 
and because some members of the School Committee urged him to. 

“T have experience and a knowledge of the system,"’ explained Delgar- 
do. “I have 16 years experience in the Boston school system — I really 
wanted to represent the children. 

“I picked up 3, 000 votes in three weeks,” he noted. ‘‘If I’d had more 
time and exposure I could have won.” 

Delgardo said one of his biggest problems was his name, which misled 
many people about his ethnic background.

It’s one thing to put on a dark blindfold walk around with a guide 
to find out what it feels like to be blind. Perception suddenly alters 
and the only world that exists is what can be heard, smelled and 
touched 

3ut actual blindness is a different matter, It involves being emo- 
ysically unable to see. Although the mobility 
course at Perkins School for the Blind is given to parents and in- 
structors of blind people and others like me who are curious about 
the blind experience, it's still impossible for a sighted person to 
discover what it's really like 

“Even though we can learn to do things that blind people must 
learn to do — writing, crossing traffic and eating — it’s the emo- 
tional! adjustment of ‘Oh my god! I’m blind.’ that we can’t feel,” 
said Perkins Mobility Instructor Pamela Titus who teaches both 
blind and sighted people how to live without using their eyes. “We 
can learn how to get around easy enough. But we don’t have the 
emotional factor because we know we can take off the blindfold." 

During the two hours that I was “blind,’’ I was acutely aware of 
that fact. Nonetheless, the experience was much more frightening 
and complicated than I had expected. 

Walls, floors and ceilings closed in on me as the world became the 
small space I could feel or was about to bump into. My body seemed 
to take up twice as much space as it did before the thick, dark blind- 
fold was secured over my eyes. 

I felt very large, The center of everything 

This was not what I had expected. Before enrolling in this mobility 
training session, I had practiced on my own by closing my eyes 
lightly and carefully groping my way around my room, 

When you simply close your eyes, everything becomes a chestnut 
brown color, however, Patterns of light form various shapes which 
constantly change, keeping you in some contact with the situation 
going on outside your body, 

Now, my eyes could open and close under this blindfold but no 
matter how many times I blinked them, everything remained black 
~ the blackest black, No lines or dots of light danced in front of me. 
Just a thick, impenetrable blackness. 

Helplessly dependent, I gratefully clutched the elbow of Mobility 
Instructor Pamela Titus, We were standing still but I held on tightly, 
just in case. Pamela was explaining our agenda. We would enter a 
few rooms, sit down on chairs, walk through hallways, climb up and 
down stairs and walk around outside Perkins where I would learn 
how to safely cross the street in traffic. 

Her voice floated eerily toward me from some unseen place. It 
was strange to be conversing with a person I couldn’t look at 

When we took off, Pamela insisted we were walking slowly but I 
would have sworn we were running full speed. My nails dug into her 
sweater as | tried to slow her down, It was like walking an anxious 
puppy who keeps pulling no matter how fast you try to keep up. 

Moyement meant groping, guessing, sudden surprises and most 
important — trust. My safety was in Pamela's hands, literally, It's 
that dependency on someone else that breeds many of the emotional 
problems for blind people, Pamela noted that blind adolescents and 
older men often have the most problems. Especially if they once had 
sight 

She has discovered that most mature men are uncomfortable with 
the role reversal of having to depend on others to open doors for 
them and help in other ways. Especially when that person is a 30- 
year-old femals like she is, *’They make a point of saying to me, 

I'm trusting you,’ as if to let me know I had better not screw up,” 
she said, ‘‘Males are very conscious of the function of the male in 
society in terms of being the leader, But that is getting better for 
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seeing through the ‘blindness’ 





younger males as society chang 

The younger males and females have other traumas. They worry 
about looking different from other kids their age. “Adolescence is 
bad enough for anyone to go through but when you add a handicap to 
that, it intensifies the pain,” she pointed out. ‘I have kids who leave 
Perkins to take a course at Watertown High School and the minute 
they get through the doors, they fold up their canes. I have to ex- 
plain to them that they look much worse bumping into everything 
than they do walking smoothly with a cane, 

“It’s often difficult for me because my top priority is their safety 
and theirs is looking cool.” 

Parents of blind children who take the course often have more 
emotional problems than their kids. “It’s so much harder for them 
because when they put on the blindfold, they feel so badly and 
‘Oh my god, my poor child,’’”’ Pamela explained. “It re-enfo: 
pain of watching their children.” 

As we walked through hallways, Pamela told me to walk slightly 
behind her and run my hand along the walls. ‘The back of your 
hand is less sensitive to injury than the palm is so keep that part of 
your hand sticking out in front of you so you can feel objects,’”’ she 
said keeping up our pace. 

Time quickly flew by as it required intense concentration just to 
propel myself forward, But I was getting the hang of it and my grip 
gradually relaxed, 

It tightened again when she announced I was ready for the in- 
tersection of North Beacon and Mt. Auburn streets. My new con- 
fidence disappeared 

Pamela opened a door and told me to hold it open long enough for 
me to get through. I forced myself to selfishly let the door slam shut 
behind me without checking to see if I should hold it open for the 
next person. 

New sounds of lawnmowers, church bells, birds and rustling 
leaves bombarded me as I left the indoor terrors of uneven 
radiators, sudden bookshelves and surprise stairways and entered a 
whole new nightmare of rocks, potholes, random trees and cars 

Pamela noted that when she took a 65-hour course on being blind, 
she experienced an intensification of her other senses. Your sense 
of sound becomes so keen that you can detect obstacles before you 
reach them,” she said. “Scientifically, it's the sound waves bouncing 
off the object, After six w s, I felt a numbness or a shadow on one 
side of my body before reaching an object.” 

Inside Perkins, it was not unusual to be blind, But here on the 
street, I began to wonder how foolish I looked, I had to supress the 
desire to remark to the people I could hear walking near us that 1 
was not really blind 

People who used to have sight are obsessed with what everything 
looks like, with what's going on,”’ Pamela noted, ‘But people whe 
were born blind could care less." 

It only occurred to me to worry about looking ridiculous when I 
could hear or feel someone walk past me. I didn't think about being 
conspicuous to the people sitting in their cars and trucks waiting for 
the light to change because I couldn't see them. They didn’t exist in 
my world. 

When I finally ripped off the blindfold, I was exhausted and in one 
piece. I was also shocked to see what everything “‘really’’ looked 
like 

The poles and curbs of the intersection I had just successfully 
crossed were shaped differently than I had pictured. Back inside 
Perkins, rooms I would have sworn were small and closet-shaped 
were really large, round airy places. 

It took several long minutes before my eyes could take the light 
even when they were closed. And several more until I shrunk down 
to size again

Christmas catalogs 


More and more Americans are doing their 
Christmas shopping by mail order. This 
year’s bumper crop of catalogs and brochures 
offers an unrivalled variety of gifts and even 
the trees to put them under 





Many catalogs, especially those of depart 
ment stores, offer a wide range of gifts but no 
one department store or specialty shop can 
match the variety of goods in publications of 
companies specializing in mail order. The lat 
ter are cashing in on shoppers’ desire to save 
time, avoid frustration and cut down on gas 
usage 





Armchair ordering also can save money, 
since many catalog items are bargains to 
begin with. But for those who have everything 
or like to dream of what they would have if 
they could, there are such offerings as a hot 
air balloon, a live Hama or a life-size mink 
bear priced in the thousands. 


Industry sources estimate more than 2,500 
paperback Christmas catalogs are being 
published in 1983 and 5 billion mailed — plus 
uncounted numbers of brochures. 

‘The Great Catalog Guide” (Direct Mail- 
Marketing Association, $2) lists 828, up from 
550 three years ago. 

There's never been anything like it, even in 
the so-called ‘golden age” of the mail order 
catalog when America’s population was 
heavily rural and Sears Roebuck and Mon- 
tgomery Ward may have been the best-read 
books on the farm after the Bible. 

Roberta Wexler, a spokesman for the 
DMMA, said Americans spent more than $40 
billion on mail order goods last year, a large 
percentage of it on Christmas gifts. 

She ascribed the boom to the increase in the 
number of working women and older people 
and economy-minded shoppers. 

“It’s efficient, reliable and puts the fun 
back into Christmas giving,'’ Ms. Wexler 
said. ‘‘There’s nothing like selecting Aunt 
Ellen’s cashmere gloves and Dad’s humidor 
while sitting on the porch watching the leaves 
turn color.” 

The overwhelming majority of catalogs are 
free or cost $1 or less, but there are more 
elaborate ones on fine paper with full-color il- 
lustrations, such as Tiffany’s $5, 132-page 
publication and $10 compendiums of rare 
jewels from two other New York-based 
jewelers, Bulgari and David Webb. 

Hundreds more are specialty catalogs 
restricted to clothing, gourmet food products, 
utensils and appliances, specially designed 
items for Christmas decor and entertaining, 
sporting goods, wines, electronic gadgets, 
crafts, gardening, toys, pets and museum 
reproductions. 

One of the few sources for mail order 
Christmas trees is the Northwoods Tree 
Farm, Neillsville, Wis. The trees are fresh- 
cut, perfectly shaped 5% to 6-foot white pines, 
$29.95 each, plus $7.05 shipping and handling. 
Farm owner Harold I. Salsbery says he even 
gets orders from Alaska. 

“It’s so cold there that the trees get brittle, 
so a supple fresh-cut tree is a treat for 
Alaskans,” he said in a telephone interview. 











Catalogs appeal to everyone — from the low 
budget shopper who sticks pretty much to 
practical gifts to the millionaire splurger who 
may value uniqueness and luxury over 
utilitarian considerations. 

Arandom sampling follows: 

Sportspages, Dallas, Texas, offers the ideal 
gift for the family that is either mad for televi- 
sion or living in a one-room apartment. It's a 
triple screen set, with a 19-inch color picture 
for audio viewing and two 5-inch black and 
white silent screens for three-channel view- 
ing, possibly all the major networks at once. 
$795, 

The smallest TV ever made, the pocket-size 
Casiovision liquid quartz crystal set with a 2 
%-inch television screen, can be ordered from 
The Sharper Image, San Francisco. The bat- 
tery operated set has a built-in speaker. $299. 

The Sharper Image also offers the ProForm 
2000 home gym system that occupies only a 4- 
foot square area but is said to perform better 
than a single piece of professional equipment.

It takes the five members of 
the Advanced Placement (A.P.) 
Chemistry Test Development 
Committee, chaired by North 
chemistry teacher Montgomery 
Wells, five days to come up with 
the perfect problems. 

The members propose them, 
then work each one out and 
debate its difficulty. For 
multiple choice section of the 
test, they must make sure there 
is one and only one answer for 
each question. 

The advanced placement test 
determines which of about 10,000 
students a year will get college 
credit for a special, university- 
level chemistry course — one 
that Wells teaches at North 

This s marks Wells’ first 
year as chairman of the A.P. 
chemistry committee and his 
sixth year as a member. 

Lanigan has been involved 
with the Educational Testing 
Service since 1954 and has work- 
ed on both the English Composi- 
tion Achievement Tests and the 
A.P. English exams — which 
give college credit for a high- 
level English course. 

She has also served as a 
reader for law and foreign ser- 
vice exams. 

Lanigan is the only high school 
teacher and the only woman to 
chair the College Board Advanc- 
ed Placement English Commit-

tee, a post she held for four years 
in the 1970s. 

High school teachers are in the 
minority among the people 
working on both the A.P. and 
Achievement Tests, two-thirds 
of whom are college professors. 

Lanigan was originally recom- 
mended to the Educational 
Testing Service by Floyd 
Rinker, then head of the english 
department 

Wells claimed he has no idea 
why he was asked to be on the 
committee 

“T’ve never really asked why I 
was selected,’ Wells joked, 
“because I was afraid I would 
find out it was a mistake.” 

Both teachers said the work is 
useful to them in their teaching 

“I’ve found: it fascinating,”’ 
said Wells. “I’ve learned a 
tremendous amount.” 

“It keeps me up to date with 
the writings of students across 
the country,’’ Lanigan noted. 
“Because I have to select 
samples, I am constantly 
sharpening my sense of what is 
good writing. 

In both the development and 
grading of the tests, consistency 
is one of the most important con- 
cerns. 

The multiple-choice portion of 
the chemistry exam, for exam- 
ple, alw contains certain 
standard questions so the skill of

measured, 

The non-standard questions 
are checked by the committee 
separately. If a large portion of 
students get them right, or a lot 
of students get them wrong, the 
grading is adjusted to account 
for that variation from the stan- 
dard of difficulty. 

Questions that everyone gets 
wrong or everyone gets right are 
thrown out. The testers are not 
out to get the students. 

“We consider it important to 
try to set limits on how far we’re 
going to push,”’ explained Wells. 

“We all know a lot more 
chemistry than we expect A.P. 
students to know. And we have to

Each essay is read by two peo- 
ple and by a third if those two 
marks differ by more than one 
number (the tests are graded 
from one to four, with four the 
highest).

Lanigan and Wells said they are 
pleased to be on the committee 
and look forward to getting 
together with their colleagues.

NEWTON CENTRE— On the morning of 
July 14, 1983, Jean Holladay stood waiting 
anxiously outside Avco Systems Division in 
Wilmington, worrying about whether or not 
she would get inside the building. 


Monents later, the Newton Centre resident 
and six other antinuclear activists found 
themselves strolling through the workrooms 
of the missile design and manufacturing com- 
pany. 


According to their statements, the seven 
then poured human blood, which they carried 
in baby bottles, on missile systems blueprints 


and equipment and pounded on missile bases 
and machinery with household hammers 
marked witrh the Biblical phrase ‘‘Swords in- 
to Plowshares.”’ 

The group, which consisted of members of 
the peace organization Plowshares, also scat- 
tered ‘peace cranes’ and children’s draw- 
ings among piles of company mail and car- 
ried banners that read ‘“‘Not in My Name.” 
They saw their mission as “physical disarma- 
ment.” 

After talking peaceably with a few security 
guards and workers, the seven were arrested, 
They will appear in District Court in Lowell 
Dec. 6 on criminal charges of trespassing and 
malicious destruction of property.

Parking pains

NEWTON — A new city-wide set 
of proposed fines could up the costs 
for various parking violations by as 
much as fivefold. 

The aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transportation voted Monday night 
in favor of a revised parking fine 
schedule that would, in some in- 
stances, increase the penalty for il- 
legal parking from $5 to $25. 

Opposition to the new fines, which 
would replace a dated set in place 
since 1968, came from within the 
business community because ‘ 
ing fines will help destroy business 
in the city of Newton," according to 
Barbara Levy, spokesman for the 
Newton Centre Association for 
Commerce. 

She said proposed fine increases 
will keep customers from patroniz: 
ing stores in commercial areas for 
fear of violating parking or- 
dinances. 

“The city is trying to raise more 
money at the expense of retail 
business in the area,”’ Levy said.

By Charlotte Meryman, Staff Writer 
NEWTON — Newton is barely even three months 
into the school year and already the special educa- 
tion department predicts it may come up as much 


as $290,000 short by June 30, 1984. 
Members of the department 
presented their projections to the 
School Committee this week. Those 
figures included a ‘worst case” 
shortfall of $141,456 for student tui- 
tions, an $80,500 deficit for out-of- 
Newton transportation and a $70,000

quale, chairman of the committee 
said the purpose of the new fines is 
to meet the rising costs for the 
operation of ticketing cars and col- 
lecting fines. 

Illegal parking within a safety 
zone, at a bus stop or taxi cab stand, 
rosswalk or within 20 feet of an 
ection would fetch 5 fine 
an increase of $20 over the previous 
penalty. 

Parking too close to a fire station, 
in front of a hydrant or private 
driveway or within an intersection 
could also result in a $25 fine — an 
increase of $15 over old fines 

Lewis Songer, executive vice 
president of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce, said he is in favor of 
raising the fines for parking 
violators except where meter viola- 
tions are concerned. 

Increasing meter violation fines 
would “hurt business and people 
that live here. . .who do local shopp- 
ing.” 

Some aldermen were upset over 
the notion that fine increases would 
injure local commerce.

School bus complaints in high gear

NEWTON — At 2p.m. Monday, Diana Temple's 
child was picked up from her home by a Com- 
monwealth Coach car, to be driven to an after- 
school program at the Williams School. 

The child did not arrive at Williams until three 
hours later. 

According to Temple, her child and four others 
spent that time riding all over Newton and 
Brookline with a driver who was lost — in a car 
not equipped with a radio. 


Incidents such as this have led the School 
Department to consider breaking off its contract 
with Commonwealth Coach Inc. for failure to 
provide the agreed upon services. 





Temple vented her frustrations to School Com- 
mittee members Monday night, detailing how 
she had spent most of the afternoon on the 
telephone with Commonwealth Coach, trying to 
find out exactly where her child was, It was not 
her first complaint about service, she said. 

At 4 p.m. the driver finally called in from 
Brookline, was given directions over the phone 
and proceeded to get lost for another hour. 

“It is my opinion that Commonwealth Coach is 
actually mistreating children," asserted Tem- 
ple. “Children who have anxieties about how 
they are going to get to school and how they are 
going to get home cannot concentrate on learn- 
ing. 

“Yours is not the first such story, nor is it 
necessarily the worst, I'm sorry to say,” 





responded Committee Chairperson Nancy Mann,

Inmates reach out to youths

NEWTON — To most high school 
prison is a place “other 

”’ go. But some Newton kids 
discovered recently that those 
“other people’ can be frighteningly 
close to home. 

About 250 Newton South High 
School students listened intently for 
close to two hours Tuesday as five 
inmates from the Lancaster Pre- 
Release Center talked about their 
lives. 

Although each tale was different, 
there was a common theme 
throughout them all: drugs — the 
same theme that led many students 
to identify so strongly with the con- 
victs. 

“People think there are no drugs 
at South,”’ said one student. “But 
there’s a lot of money here and 
wherever there’s money, there are 
drugs.”’ 

For the inmates, identification is 
the whole purpose of the program. 

“It can happen to you,’’ said 
Raphael, the first inmate to speak. 
“T don’t want to be here telling you 
this. I chose to be here because I 
think what I have to say has some 
value.” 

Raphael’s story was not easy to 
tell or hea 

In his early twenties, his wife left 
him. He began drinking, quit his job 
and took to gambling and hustling. 
Then, while drugged and 
distraught, he tried to take back his 
wife and two children at gunpoint. 

He wound up killing his wife and 
one son. He got a life sentence and 
after 11% years in prison, has 
several more years to serve before 
he will be eligible for parole. 
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It doesn’t take a life of bad 
choices to send a person to prison, 
Raphael stressed 

“I'm 37 years old and I'm still 
paying for a decision that took ten 
seconds to make,” said Raphael. 
You are responsible for you. You 
can’t blame your daddy or your 
mamma. You are making decisions 
right now that will affect you the 
rest of your life."’ 

If some of the students found it 
hard to relate to Raphael's story, 
they certainly had no such problem

“Tneeded to be accepted," recall- 
ed Robin. ‘‘The guy I was going out 
with was doing a lot of drugs and he 
came home one night with a gun he 
found...and said, ‘let’s rob a variety 
store.’”’ 

Robin resisted, then finally 
agreed to drive the car, She was 
high that time and every time after- 
wards, she said. 

Variety stores led to liquor 
stores, liquor stores led to drug 
stores and once a week became 
every night, until finally they were 
awakened one morning by two 
detectives. 

After Robin had confessed to her 
part in the crimes, a bail was set 
that she couldn’t meet, She was put 
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in shackles and sent to prison in 
Framingham. 

Charlene, 33, was a former addict 
and had been in prison for almost 
two years for the sales and distribu- 
tion of drugs 

Hers was a gruesome story of a 
progression into more and more 
serious drugs and a final decision, 
after her last arrest and 
withdrawal, to pull herself out of it. 

“T decided to make something of 
my time,’’ said Charlene. ‘‘And one 
of the things I'm doing is speaking 
here 

Liz, 22, was an alcoholic serving a 
sentence for assault and battery. 

“T don’t feel very good today,” 
Liz stated matter-of-factly. “I feel 
bad, but I have to deal with 
that...without doing drugs or get- 
ting mad at the wrong people. 

“Whatever your reasons are for 
feeling bad, if you take drugs, 
you're a different person,” said Liz. 

Felix, 38, has already served 13 
years of a life sentence as a murder 
accomplice. He hit hard at kids who 
think they are ‘“‘tough,”” 

“Some of you are wearing leather 
jackets,” said Felix pointedly. 
“You may think you're tough, but if 
you find yourself ever in Walpole 
(prison), that will vanish. You 
won't be tough anymore. 

“I had a leather jacket, nice 
clothes, nice shoes, everything,’’ 
Felix continued. ‘But I was not a 
man because I needed to be high to 
confront life.” 

Later, as the participants sat 
sharing lunch in the cafeteria, 
many kids came up to tell their own 
stories.

In addition, Child Find’s figures 
show, an estimated 8,000 cases in- 
licating foul-play are never solved. 
3,000 children are murdered by 
strangers each year and 2,000 more 
are murdered and never identified.

There is now no city-wide cur- 
riculum on the topic. According to 
Police Lieutenant Charles Feeley, 
precautionary steps are introduced 
as part of other programs in order 
to avoid traumatizing kids. 

“Most of the teachers in the lower 
grades teach the fact that you don’t 
take rides that are not arranged by 
your parents because the person 
might not know where you live and 
might take you to the wrong ad- 
dre Feeley explained. 














‘We teach children normal 
hygiene and respect for themselves, 
including that people should not 
touch them anywhere," continued 
Feeley. ‘But we don’t want to teach 
fear. 

Baldassarre believes, however, 
that further steps can be taken to in- 





form and train children without 
frightening them 


“The trend these days is to be 
honest with your children,"; she 
noted. ‘The reality is that there are 
some adults who will hurt children 
and they ought to know that.”’ 


“We teach our children every day 
to buckle their seat belts, but we 
don’t go into detail about exactly 
what will happen to them in an acci- 
dent if they don’t,” she pointed out. 
“We can teach our children precau- 
tions without going on and on about 
what will happen to them if they are 
abducted.”’ 


PTA Council President Marie 
Hermann said she would weleome 
any assistance Child Find can pro- 
vide in locating missing children, 
but would not like to see a formal 
program mandated in the schools, 
in part because of ‘‘the enormous 
number of programs” for which 
school are already responsible. 

Hermann favored instead leaving 
the issue up to individual parents.

The revelations raised serious 
questions as to both departmental 
methods of projecting expenditures 
and revenues and the authority of 
the superintendent of schools to 
authorize overexpenditures without 
School Committee consultation.

Beacon Hill 
power shift 


Anyone who believed the Legislature 
was going to wind up 1983 business in sum- 
mertime or September, or even in 
November, was wafting smoke from a pipe 
dream. The recess was a holiday breather 
before running out the prorogation string 
during December. While there are a few 
hard nuts to crack in major bills, the 
Beacon Hill attention will be very much on 
pork barrel bills and other special interest 
projects within the two branches. 

At least something was accomplished in 
the period when the McGee-Keverian feud 
got to the showdown stage. House Speaker 
Tom McGee's excessive power was sharp- 
ly curbed by new procedural rules even 
though the most important reform of all, a 
secret vote on committee chairmanships, 
was put over to the next annual session. 

Finally, one could hope, a new era 1s 
dawning on Beacon Hill when members 
are no longer going to be totally under the 
thumb of the leadership. The rift between 
the two top Democrats gave the chance for 
those chafing at party loyalty restraints to 
flex their muscles. The lower branch may 
never be the same. 

“Blection to the General Court merely 
constitutes admission to a private club 
with full membership privileges afforded 
only to the most supine, the most groveling 
of initiates to the minions who happily en- 
dorse the epigram ‘to get ahead, go 
along,‘’’ words of former Sen. Alan Sisit- 
sky.

Over-reach 
on condo law 


For a time, it appeared the Legislature 
was going to come up with a condominium 
conversion law that would provide both 
uniform state standards and a measure of 
local option prerogatives that would strike 
a balance between landlords and tenants. 
It came within a whisker of pushing 
through to just such a goal, only to have an 
equitable consensus snatched away. 


Tenants have scored a smashing victory 
in ithe measure which finally got to Gov. 
Dukakis for his signature. Real estate in- 
terests finally had to back down to get any 
kind of bill through, giving way to strong 
pressures by administration people. Those 
who rent their dwellings could be hurt 
more by what will be given them. 


In other words, the serious questions to 
be answered is what happens during the 
next year and the years after will be in 
whether investments in rehabilitation and 
new units will sharply decline. If so, condo 
conversion will be a countervailing force 
for those it was supposed to help. 





The four-year notice on evictions for the 
elderly, handicapped and_ low-income 
tenants is double what was previously 
agreed upon. Conversion benefits have 
been upped to $1,000. Add a two-thirds vote 
by local lawmakers can put an outright 
ban on conversions. Pretty stiff regulatory 
action; certainly no inducement for new 
investment.

But so 
profound has been the realignment of House 
loyalties lately that in this instance without a 
visible rollcall, the Speaker was defied and 
defeated. 

That is handwriting on the wall. McGee can no 
longer pound his desk, turn on and off the goodies 
and get his wa However much, under the 
tutelage of those around him, McGee turns con- 
ciliatory and reasonable more and more 
members aren’t buying it 

As his support ebbs, George Keverian’s grows. 
Particularly close to him have been Charlie 
Flaherty, John Flood and Bill Mullins (who, 
ironically, hails from the same western district 
in Ludlow that gave us one-time ‘Iron Duke” 
Speaker John Thompson). They claim now.a ma- 
jority of members have signed pledges for 
Keverian as Speaker ‘‘in January 1985 or earlier 
if an election for Speaker is held.”” 

Add to this core those members who are intent 
on democratizing the rules of the House quite 
apart from who is Speaker, and you have a two- 
track movement bent on a new era. 

One issue becoming a touchstone of integrity 
between the leadership and the rank and file is 
whether to authorize a secret ballot in the party 
caucus in ratifying the Speaker's nomin Ss 
committee chairmen. McGee's operatives are 
discouraging a secret ballot in return for support 
for the rest of the reformers’ agenda, 

The bottom line of these developments in the 
House is that those who no longer approve of 
McGee's brand of leadership are joining fore 
with those keen on bringing House institutions 
and processes up to speed with modern times. 

Members are awakening from their collective 
trance and subservience over the years and are 
finding it within themselves somehow to fight for 
their own and their institution’s integrity.

Schmidt contests courtruling Calls pro-lifers heroes

take this opportunity to comment on 
this decision and its ramifications 
for the future conduct of business by 
the Middlesex County Board of 
Commissioners. 


Several important were 
raised by the case, the most impor- 
tant of which was the relative lack 
of previous case law in this area. I 
believed that if the case were left 
undefended a precedent would have 
been established which might have 
seriously hampered the ability of 
elected or appointed boards, such as 
ours, to carry out their mandated 
functions without violating the law 


issues 


In fact, Justice Hallisey’s deci- 
sion confirmed my worst fears in 
this area. His interpretation of the 
statute was so broad that open com- 
munication between the County 
Commissioners on important policy 
issues in the future will be effective- 
ly stymied 

This interpretation of the statute 
will adversely affect our decision- 
making process by limiting discus- 
sion between the commissioners 
and their staffs. One of the real 
ironies of this case is the fact that I 
am an ardent supporter of the Open 
Meeting Law as it was originally in- 
tended. In addition, I would have 
liked to appeal the decision, and I 
feel certain that my position would 
have prevailed in the end.

I would also like to make note of 
what I believe were several errors 
in the media coverage of this case. 
Prominent among these errors was 
the implication that Commissioner 
Larkin and I held a “secret” 
meeting at which we decided to fire 
several hospital employees. First of 
all, the meeting at Commissioner 
Larkin’s house was never secret, 
and I never denied that it took 
place. What I denied was that a 
meeting in violation of the Open 
Meeting Law had taken place 
Secondly, I did not go to Commis: 
sioner Larkin’s house to discuss the 
discharge of any hospital 
employees; I went to receive in- 
formation from a staff member 
about mismanagement at the Coun- 
ty Hospital. Thirdly, I made no deci- 
sions about the firings at that 
meeting and there has been no fin- 
ding of fact in this case that in- 
dicates that I did. Itis still my belief 
that the meeting was not illegal, and 
that the interpretation of the law 
which made it illegal was incorrect. 
In summary, I believe that the 
decision in the Open Meeting Law 
Case will have serious negative con- 
sequences for the conduct of 
business by the Board of Middlesex 
County Commissioners, and other 
boards similarly constituted. I 
believe that Justice Hallisey’s inter- 
pretation of the statute is faulty, but 
in the interest of laying this con- 
troversy to rest I have decided not 
to appeal

On Feb. 13, 1981, a joint advisory group study- 

ing the future of the building suggested it be 
preserved and adapted for professional, business 
office, church and/or day care use. 
‘ive months later, the aldermanic Human Ser- 
vices Committee recommended the Chestnut 
Street building continue as a “dedicated war 
memorial" and, two days later, suggested the 
Board of Alderman adopt the advisory group's 
recommendations. 

The board did that on Aug. 10, 1981 and refer- 
red the matter to the aldermanic Land Use and 
Finance Committee. 


In October of 1981, FinCom recommended the 
building be leased for commercial/church or day 
care purposes at a minimum of $10 per square 
foot, a recommendation accepted by the board 
on Nov, 2,1981. 

On March 17, 1982, the city planning director, 
having difficulty in finding a leasee for the 
building, requested the board lower the price per 
square foot to $5 and set the minimum lease at 65 
years 

On April 20, 1982, the board accepted the 65- 
year lease proposal and set the minimum price 
per square foot at $8. 














































However, on Nov. 4, 1982, the planning director 
again requested lowerng the price to $4-$5 per 
square foot and estimated the value of the 
building at anywhere from $184,800 to $230,943. 


A citizens’ group requested in mid-December 
of that y that the building be returned to a 
library use and asked for a study to determine 
the cost of such a relocatrion.

NEWTON — The School Department has been 
taking a close look at evaluation procedures for 
all educational staff. Principals are the latest on 
the list. 

The superintedent of schools used to review 
principals every four years. 

I'he job has now been transferred to persons in 
two newly-created positions: Melvin Hines, 
director of elementary education and Betty 
Quinn, directory of secondary education. The 
change was made because it difficult for the 
superintendent to adequately observe the day-to- 
day work of 22 principals. 

School Superintendent John Strand will retain 
responsibility this year, however, for three new 
principals who are in the last year of their man- 
datory three-year probationary periods. 

Hines and Quinn just completed an update of 
principal evaluation procedures. The new 
guidelines require a minimum of three meetings 
a year with each evaluee, on-site visits and con- 
versations with staff and students, a yearly 
review each spring and formally-drawn-up 
evaluations every two years. 

Hines and Quinn reported that so far, the 
response from the principals has been very

Conflict over access 
at Newton Place site

NEWTON CORNER A local conflict over 
handicapped access to the Newton Place com: 
plex may lead to changes within the state agency 
responsible for enforcing accessibility statutes 

The complex, currently under construction, 
received waivers last summer from the state Ar 
chitectural Barriers Board to provide full han 
dicapped access because site conditions on 
either side of the proposed building make such 
access difficult 

The Newton Place complex, located at the foot 
of Washington Street in Newton Corner, is slated 
to house office and retail space within 245,000 
square feet of space. 

Local attorney Jason Rose! g, chairman of 
the Mayor's Commission on the Handicapped, is 
worried that the waivers will result in some inac 
cessibility at Newton Place. 

The net result will be that 25-percent of the 
retail space on the first floor will be inaccessible 
and we're not happy about that,’ Rosenberg 
said. He said that figure represents less than 2 
percent of the entire complex 

The state board decided to grant conditional 
waivers on full access until the final plans for the 
retail space on the first floor are complete. If the 
board feels a good faith effort has not been made 
to make the building as accessible 
the variance could still be denied,

effort necessary to make it as accessible as 
possible,” Rosenberg said 

He is also concerned that the incident may 
repeat itself because the Barriers Board is not 
required to give written notice to anyone other 
than the applicant or local building department 
when hearings on accessibility are held. 

From this position, Rosenberg said it is dif- 
ficult to effect any changes in the board’s opi- 
nions, 

“Tt is most unfortunate that the Architectural 
Board's procedures do not require giving notice 
to certain identifiable people or groups," 
Rosenberg said. ‘‘A commission on the han- 
dicapped would be one of the most logical groups 
to contact (concerning accessibility ),”’ 

Robert DeSimone, a Newton Centre resident 
involved with the Boston Center for Independent 
Living, said he has introduced a set of proposed 
amendments that would require the Barriers 
Board to give written notice to concerned 
citizens and identifiable town commissions with 
an abiding interest in handicapped access 

“There is no requirement for them to give 
notice when they grant accessibility variances or 
opinions,’’ DeSimone said. ‘‘When the 
developers approach the board, they won't fully 
understand the implications (of action they may 
take).”’ 

DeSimone said he has approached members of 
the state's legislative leadership to expedite the 
matter

Lions cop 1st DCL title ever

NEWTON — At last! 

The Newton South High football 
team captured its first ever cham- 
pionship with a 36-28 victory over 
Lincoln-Sudbury. The Lions cap- 
tured the Dual County League 
crown finishing with a 5-0-1 record 
in league action, 8-1-1 overall, mat- 
ching the best record in the school’s 
history. 

Newton South coach Art Kojoyian 
taught a lesson to his opponents this 
season: it’s not quantity, but quali- 
ty, that counts. The Lions ended the 
season with just 27 players on the 
squad, including sophomores and 
freshmen, while Lincoln-Sudbury 
countered Thursday morning, with 
nearly twice as many. At times this 
year, South had as many as seven or 
eight men playing both offensively 
and defensively. 

The Lions’ six seniors went out in 
style in their final game, in a 
Thanksgiving Day “Classic” that 
lived up to its billing. Linemen 
Charles Smith, Rob Shone, and 
Mike Newmark opened gaping 
holes for the running backs all 
game. Newmark scored his first 
touchdown, falling on a fumble in 
the end zone. Tailback Chris Kiah 
ran for 62 yards, two two-point con- 
versions, and his team high 
eleventh TD, which put the team 
ahead to stay. Defensively, James 
Wilcon made eight tackles, and a 
key interception in the fourth 
quarter, Frank Peace made a sack 
on the final play of the game to slam 
the door on Lincoln, Shone led the 
team with 8 1/2 tackles. Smith made 
71/2 tackles, and two sacks. 

The scoring parade began right 
from the opening of the game, Both 
teams scored on their first posses- 
sions. In the second half, South 
scored on its initial three drives. 

The Lions jumped out to an early 
6-0 lead. The march was good for 69 
yards on 11 plays, Sophomore back 
Kevin Rollins (129 yards on 25 car- 
ries) and Kiah did the bulk of the 
work on the ground. Junior quarter- 
back Steve Altman (9 for 14, 133 
yards, 2 TD’s) hit Rollins for a 23 
yard gain to the Warriors’ 24. The 
Lincoln defense stiffened down near 
its goal line, bringing on a fourth 


down and 11 at the 14. Altman found 
Darvell Huffman (3 receptions, 2 
TD’s) in the right flat, and the back 
found his way to the end zone for six 
points. Altman’s pass attempt for 
the conversion was intercepted. 

Lincoln came back to take the 
lead on a 65 yard drive. Warrior QB 
Chris Defranco completed two 
passes for first downs on third and 
long plays. Defranco carried the 
ball over center from one yard out 
for the score. Todd Burke kicked the 
extra point to give the visitors a 7-6 
advantage. 

Neton South bounced right back, 
though. Kiah’s touchdown on an 11 
yard run gave the Lions a lead they 
would never relinquish. The big 
gain on the nine play, 70 yard march 
was a 28 yard sweep to the left by 
Huffman, Kiah ran in for his first 
two-pointer of the season, making 
the score 14-6, South. 

The Warriors scored once more 
before halftime. Taking the ball at 
the Lions’ 43 after a punt, Jerome 
Croom carried three times, moving 
his team to the 22. Croom scored on 
a controversial play on the next 
down. He ran around left end, and 
beat the defense to the flag. The 
Lions thought that there was illegal 
motion on the play.The kick attempt 
for the PAT failed, when the snap 
was off target. The Lions took a 14- 
13 lead into the lockerroom at the 
half. 

The Newton South defense made 
the big play on Lincoln's first offen- 
sive series in the third quarter, 
Defranco drove his team from its 41 
yard line to South's 24, but Shone 
tackled him on a fourth down and 
two play, just shy of the marker. 

The Lions’ offense took ad- 
vantage, moving 59 yards on eight 
carries by the two workhorses, 
Rollins and Kiah. A lucky bounce of 
the ball gave South the touchdown 
that capped the drive. Rollins car- 
ried from Lincoln's 20 on the play, 
and made a nifty run up the middle 
for a big gain, but Warrior Derek 
Lewis jarred the ball away form 
him at the seven. Its skidded into 
the end zone, where an alert 
Newmark pounced on it for the 
score. Rollins ran for two points, 
putting the home team up by nine. 

Lincoln-Sudbury quickly struck 
back on Croom’s second TD, cutting 


the Lions lead to 22-20. The 16 play, 
68 yard march was led by Croom, 
Nigel Drakes, and Mark Johnson. 
Each carried five times. Johnson 
made good on a fourth and three 
play just inside Lion territory. 
Croom muscled his way up the mid- 
dle for a four yard 
touchdown.Burke kicked for his se- 
cond conversion point, putting his 
team within two, 22-20, with 8:19 re- 
maining in the game. 

The Lions took the ensuing 
kickoff, and showed Lincoln they 
were not about to roll over and die. 
Ben Hochberger took an Altman 
pass 37 yards for his first varsity 
touchdown. The junior receiver was 
open by at least 15 yards on the 
play, but the pass was under 
thrown, He came back to make the 
catch near the 15 yard line, broke 
away from one defender, and faked 
another on his way to the end zone. 
On the previous play, Kiah had ran 
for a first down on a fourth and two 
play. Kiah ran for the extra two 


points. 
Defranco came out throwing on 
the Warriors’ next possession, 


Wilcon intercepted a pass on the 
first play, but it was called back due 
to a defensive penalty. Two downs 
later Wilcon picked off another one, 
and that one counted, setting up an 
important insurance score. 

The Lions went on offense at their 
own 46. Thirteen plays later, Huff- 
man ran for a two yard touchdown. 
The TD followed a 24 yard Altman 
strike to Huffman. Rollins made the 
big run on the drive, going five 
yards off right tackle on fourth and 
inches at Lincoln's 31. The rush at- 
tempt fot the conversion fell short, 
but Newton South had a seemingly 
insurmountable 30-20 edge, with 
1:51 remaining. 

Lincoln made a valient comeback 
attempt, driving 63 yards in 1:14.

Bentley cops 2nd

WALTHAM The Bentley Col- 
lege football team bruised its way

The victory, played before more 
than 1000 spectators on a muddy 
Bentley Athletic Field, marks the 
first time that a four-year school 
has won back-té-back national club 
football titles. The win was also the 
Falcons third straight over 
Worcester, who they defeated, 9-0, 
earlier in the season on three field 
goals by place kicker Doug Tirrell, 
and 17-0, in 19 

Sunday's victory was highlighted 
by a sturdy Bentley defense that 
held the Lancers to minus 14 yards 
rushing and a pa ig attack paced 
by senior quarterback Mike Cowles, 
who threw a pair of touchdowns. 

The game was also mired in 
penalties and miscues. 

Bentley lost the ball three times to 
fumbles and once by interception, 
while being penalized for 76 yards. 
The Lancers, meanwhile, were 
caught for 70 yards in penalties, lost 
one of five fumbles, and had one 
pass intercepted. 

The Falcons took charge of the 
game early, taking a 14-0 lead late 
into the second quarter before the 
Lancers could garner their initial 
first down and their first points. 

Cowles gave Bentley a 6-0 ad- 
vantage on a 9-yard touchdown 
strike to tight end John Copponi 
with 5:03 left in the first quarter.

Earlier in the quarter, the 
Falcons had taken the opening 
kickoff and marched 60-yards to the 
Lancer 10 yard line, where Tirrell 
missed an 18-yard field goal at- 
tempt.

Officials meet to discuss

NEWTON — School Department representatives have met with the presi- 
dent of Commonwealth Coach Company in an attempt to straighten out 
problems along several school bus routes 


According to Roy Cornelius, director of support services for the schools, 
buses on numerous routes have been showing up late or not at all. The 
department has also received complaints that buses at some schools are 
not equipped with radios. 


Buses on two Day Junior High School routes, in particular, have been 
continually late since September, although the city has had ‘‘a lot of pro- 
blems" with the bus service since the middle of last spring, Cornelius said 


According to Lillie Jefferson, who handles school bus issues for Newton 
METCO, that program has had no unusual problems with the ten buses it 
contracts through Commonwealth Coach 









For the second time in less than two months, however, the School 
Department has called a meeting with company president Richard Zim- 
merman to discuss difficulties with the service. Prior to this fall, the 
department had met with Zimmerman only three or four times in four 
years, Cornelius estimated. 

Such discussions are requested when usual methods of communication 
with the company fail to produce results, Cornelius explained. He said the 
normal routine is to call in problems to the dispatcher and field service 
supervisor, then follow up with a written complaint form.

NEWTON The contrast bet- 
ween young boys and old men 
shooting the breeze on a_ cold 


November day in a warm Irish pub 


is striking. The camaraderie bet- 
ween them even more so 
What brings them together is 


their fanatical interest in football 
specifically Boston College football 

The older men, Francis Murphy, 
Rollie Anderson and John “Hap” 
Byrd provide the accolades. B.C 
football players Brian Waldron of 
Waltham, Scott Harrington of 
Westwood, Steve DeOssie of Roslin- 
dale and Waltham and Rob Swanke 
of Connecticut accept them 
graciously 

The week the interview took place 
was a tough one for B.C. fans 
because ‘‘their team” lost a game it 
probably shouldn’t have. But these 
sports statesmen, frequenters of 
O'Reilly's Pub, are hardly ofdinary 
fans. Like a lot of people they’ve 
followed the Eagles for decades 
But unlike most, they never ab- 
solutely never have given up on 
B.C. 

This year Murphy, Anderson and 
Byrd are in their glory. And their 
relationship with Waldron, Harr- 
ington, DeOssie and Swanke proves 
it. These three are as far removed 
from ordinary ‘‘diehard’’ fans as

deeper than merely good pub con- 
versation. It begins back in the sim- 
ple, uncomplicated da of 
childhood when Murphy’s son 
Michael played Pop Warner football 
with Waldron. 

And Pop Warner is where all of it, 
the 7-2 season, the national TV, the 
fame and the upcoming ‘Holy 
War,”' began. 

Waldron, a junior kicker, started 
playing football when he was 8 
years old in Pop Warner for 
Waltham coach Donny Maines. 
DeOssie, a senior with serious pro 
prospects, played Pop Warner after 
moving to Roslindale at age 9. He 
admittedly skirted the rules, play- 
ing under the age and over the 
weight limits.

pared to Kennedy's 60.8 percent in the 1982 elec- 
tion, in what was the strongest challenge to Ken- 
nedy in 20 years. 

More than 2,000 people attended the lavish 
celebration featuring a smorgasbord of interna- 















tional foods campaign workers said symbolized 
Shamie’s attempt to woo ethnic voters 

Shamie also reached out to the Democrats, 
who comprise more than half of the 
Massachusetts electorate. 


“In the tradition of Democratic concern for 
working men and women, in the tradition of 
Democratic concern for a strong America, this is 
one Republican who is more of a Democrat than 
you are, Mr. Tsongas,” he said 








Shamie ran an aggressive campaign against 
Kennedy, spending $1 million of his own money 
in a $2.3 million campaign. He offered $10,000 to 
anyone who could arrange a debate between 
himself and Kennedy and flashed the telephone 
number of Kennedy's campaign headquarters on 
televised ads, using viewers to call and urge the 
Democratic senator to accept the debate 
challenge. 


Fewer traffic deaths reported 
during Thanksgiving weekend 


(UPI)The Thanksgiving weekend blizzard 
caused a lot of accidents but the traffic death toll 
was lower because more people stayed off the 
roads or drove more slowly, the National Safety 
Council said 

A United Press International count showed 388 
people died in traffic accidents during a snowy 
and rainy weekend which began at 6 p.m. local 
time Wednesday and ended at midnight Sunday. 
The NSC had predicted 400 to 500 would die. 

‘It was bad weather and many people were 
forced to stay home,’ NSC spokesman Steve 
Ford said Monday. “When there is severe 
weather, there are less fatalities and more 


fender benders. People are more careful and 
forced to reduce speeds. 

California led the state fatality list with 55 
deaths despite an intensified campaign to get 
drunk drivers off the road. 

California highway patrol officers arrested 
more people on drunken driving charges this 
year than last year, a spokesman said. Officers 
booked 2,033 motorists on drunken driving 
charges, compared to 1,994 in 1982. 

Florida had 27 deaths, Texas 23 and New York 
16. Illinois, Maryland, ouri and Penn- 
Ivania each had 15. Virginia had 14 and

A $750 device that 
operates on flashlight 
batteries can detect 
some teeth cavities ear- 
ly enough to reverse 
damage, dentists atten: 
ding the 1983 Greater 
New York Dental 
meeting were told. 


Dr George 
McEachern of Cam 
bridge told dentists the 
detector, Vanguard, 
finds and monitors 
decay in molar and 
bicuspids at the earliest 
Stages, when reversal 
is possible. 











After spotting trou- 
ble, the instrument 
helps direct fluoride 
and sealant with preci- 
sion to areas where 
slight demineralization 
has started. This sets 
off the cavity- 
prevention process 
re-mineralization 


The device was 
developed by 
Massachusetts 
Manufacturing Corp., 
Cambridge and resear- 
chers at Tufts Universi- 
ty School of Dentistry. 


Research at Tufts has 
shown the detector bet- 
ter at finding very early 
cavities than the ‘‘ex- 
plorer” — the “pick” 
dentists use when prob- 
ing for weak spots in 
tooth enamel, a sign of 
demineralization or

The detector sends a 
tiny surge of microelec- 
tronic current through 
a tooth.

Space-age technology spawns high-tech apparel

A major spinoff of the U.S. space program 
is the revolution going on in products for 
earthlings. 

The technological breakthroughs have 
opened a whole new era for everything from 
sports bras to headband coolers, from 
lighter helmets for the military to lighter 
materials for aircraft 

The advances could be the greatest thing 
that has happened in textiles and other 
materials since the development of nylon in 
the 1930s, 

“One day we will have total environmen- 
tal control ... what the astronauts have 
learned,” said Lawrence Kuznetz, a 
bioengineer with the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 

Kuznetz, 40, is one of the first in the field 
of ready-to-wear made with “space age” 
materials and know-how 

“By this control, I mean we will live in a 
micro-climate, immediately next to our 
skin,” he said. ‘‘We won't need to worry so 












much about control of a room temperature 

or such. And we'll save a lot of energy.” 
Kuznetz, who helped develop space suits 

for astronauts in the space shuttle, is the 





founder of Techni-Clothes, Hicksville, N.Y., 
one of the new companies using space age 
technology for consumer apparel. 

Techni-Clothes produces such items as the 
sports bra, headband coolers, a sun visor 
with built-in cooling system, a vest that 
helps keep the wearer cool by reflecting the 
sunlight, running shoes that reduce heat 
buildup on the soles with a thin layer of 
heat-resistant fabric, cooling bandanas, 
scarves, wrist and ankle bands. 

He's working on helmets and hats. And a

silvery ‘‘solar suit,’’ made of Mylar, is in the 
experimental stage, being tested for use of 
the American track and field team in next 
summer’s Olympics in Los Angeles, 

“The suit reflects the sun's heat and 
moves perspiration outside the body,’’ he 
said. You know, it can get as hot as 120 
degrees out there."’ 

“The sports bra does need some fashion 
design,’ Kuznetz said in an interview. “It’s 
incorporated into a halter top. I call it the 
ugly duckling, But it does provide support, 
comfort, and prevents chafing and abra- 
sion,” 

He said his designs had been tested in 
various wa) by in-house personnel, with 
treadmills, and some marathon and other 
sports figures as volunteers. 

Kuznetz, who holds four college degree 
came to the clothing business by way of his 
expertise in space flight apparel. 

“A bioengineer examines the way the 
body works, the same as if it were a 
machine,”’ he said. ‘My specialty has been 
heat and temperature regulation, NASA sent 
me to school for my last two degrees.”

Grown-ups love toys too

The toys under the Christmas tree this 
year may bring squeals of delight from 
adults as well as children 

Grown-ups are buying more toys for 
themselves and other adults including 
flashy, high-tech video games and traditional 
dolls and trains 

Nearly all the more than 130 board games 
and 70 computer and video games produced 
by the Avalon Hill Game Co., of Baltimore, 
are designed for adults. Its best seller to 
store buyers worldwide is G.I. Anvil of Vic 
tory, a $30 military game, according tc 
Ronald J. LaPorte, Avalon’s marketing 
manager 

Board game manufacturers have respond- 
ed to the video challenge with adaptations of 
popular electronic games such as Pac-Man, 
Frogger and Donkey Kong 

Computer chess games include Grand 
Master Chess, $500, and Monopoly 
Playmaster, $65. 

New board games include: 

Monty Plays Scrabble Brand Cr yord 
Game, $150; Milton Bradley's Upwords, $10, 
a three-dimensional word game; Carolir 
Biological Supply Co.’s Oh My Deer, $17.95, 
which allows players to try to control the 
progress of a deer herd through a six-year 
life cycle in the wild; and Selchow & 
Righter’s Trivial Pursuit Genus Edition, $40, 
with 6,000 trivia questions for two to 24 
players. 

“Tt looks as though Trivial Pursuit is going 
to be this year’s winner,”’ said Ian MeDer- 
mott, senior buyer for F A O Schwarz, the 
famous New York-based toy store. 

One of the biggest adventure games is 
Sierra On-Line’s Time Zone — at about $100, 
a micro-epic of 12 disk sides with 1,300 places 
to go from the stone age to the space age in 
nine time periods. The game is so vast that 
Source Telecomputing Corp., of McLean, 
Va., has created a national solving club, The 
Vault of Ages, for subscribers. 





















Another lifestyle change reflected in toy 
sales is the continued popularity of such hob- 
bies as collecting and operating trains. 

Norman Ricken, president of Toys R Us, 
the nation’s largest toy chain, said people 
tend to buy expensive, adult- and family- 
oriented toys during hard times instead of 
spending on vacations and other luxuries. 

That helps explain the immense popularity 
of videogames, which can cost hundreds of 
dollars as families add accessories to plug 
into existing sets.

ADAM (under $600) is a complete, single 
package family computer with all necessary 
hardware and software, including a letter 
quality, daisy wheel printer. 

The Smith Corona Memory Correct III 
Messenger, about $600, and the plug- 
compatible Messenger Module, $170, together 
transform a typewriter into a computer 
printer, 

Dolls have replaced coins as the second 
most popular collectible after stamps, said 
Jay Schwartz, national sales manager for 
Madame Alexander Dolls. 

“Our output cannot meet the demand,” 
Schwartz said. 

Alexander's new lines include a Ladies of 
the Opera series, featuring such characters 
as Mimi from ‘‘La Boheme”’ ($75).

“Of the 300 available for sale last March, 
258 had been sold by the end of August,”’ said 
Bob Seidenberg, vice president of the sub- 
sidiary of Eugene Doll and Novelty Co. 

Besides the $6,500 model, Marilyn dolls are 
available in vinyl for $75 and porcelain for 
$400, he said. 

The Tristar Co. also has two Marilyn lines 
($25 to $49). 














New Effanbee collectible dolls include 
Groucho Marx ($75), Mark Twain ($68) and 
Huck Finn ($50). 

Many of the hottest products for adults are 
based on movie characters. Kenner makes 10 
teddy bear-like creatures called ‘‘Ewoks” 
($5-$20), based on the movie, ‘‘The Return of 
the Jedi.”” 

“We're bracing for a heavy rush on the 
‘Ewok’ dolls,” said Schwarz’s McDermott.

Electronic toys, good 
things in small packages 


TOKYO (UPI) — Good things are coming in square 
packages from Japan this Christmas. 
Compared with 1982 models, the electronic boxes

as well as on the more conventional wide screen. 
In the multi-screen version, if baby Kong survives to

game, about $25, folds to about twice the thickness of a 
pocket calculator. 

Both panorama and tabletop screens let in outside 
light to make the colors of the game as vivid as that of 
amusement arcades, and also conserve battery power. 

Batteries in most pocket games last a few hours, 
said Susumu Tanaka, of Nintendo, while a panorama 
or tabletop version, played one hour a day, will run a 
few years on two batteries that are included in the $25-
